In the far corner is a gray maple- 


on a Holiday Trip He Throws Off. All Formality.

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Berlin, August 2!.—There is an in- 
teresting task awaiting the statisti- 
cian who has the enterpise to draw up 
¢omparative tables showing the dis- 
tances travelsed by the monarchs of 
Europe every year. and the cost of 
these journeys. King Edward, with 
his series of entente calls, would be 
mear the top of the list; King Alfonso, 
that ardent automobilist, would prob- 
ably tie with. King Victor Emmanuel, 
while the- czar, the king of the Bel- 
gians and the new ezar of the Bul- 
garians would figure further down the 
scale. But there is no. doubt who 
would head the compilation. He is the 
sovereign who set the vogue (for 
traveling among his royal compeers, 
William II, the “Reise Kaiser,” or 
“Wandering Emperor,” as he is called 
In Germany. Attention has just been 
directed again to his passion for visit- 
ing his fellow royalties by hig recent 
meeting with the czar and his coming 
to England. 

Last year his numerous journeys, 
State, semi-private and incognito, took 
him over a distance of 18,760 kilo- 
meters, Or about 11,688 miles: but it 
must be remembered that the present 
kaiser is now a man of 580, and a 
Srandfather. In the earlier years of 
his reign, William II did far more in 
the way of traveling, especially out- 
side his realm, then he has time, or 
maybe inclination, for at present. His 
firs state visit. after ascending the 
throne of his fathers, was to Russia, 
undertaken with unparalleled pomp 
and unprecedented expense whith se- 
c the nerves of the said 
old officials in the ministry of the 
royal household which controls the 
emperors privy purse. Other exten- 
sive trips which he embarked on were 
the famous visit to Palestine and the 
east, which included a call at Constan- 
tinople, numerous excursions to Italy 
and the much-talked-of trip to Tan- 
gier in the spring of 1905, which 
marked the opening of the eritical 
period of the Morocce affair between 
Germany and France. 

Taking. however, the above ex- 
tremely modest estimate of, rougriy, 
12,000 miles, which the emperor travels 
annually, and multiplying this total by 
the 2! yeags during whith he has ruled 
over Germany, it will be seen that, 
since coming to the throne the kaiser 
bas covered more than of quarter of 
a million miles. A German statistician 
has estimated that the bill for the em- 
peror’s railway tickets last year 
amounted to $40,000. which is also an 
underestimate, but, going on this fig- 
ure, his bill for railway journeys alone 
—surely the smallest part of the ex- 
pense of visiting abroad—-reaches for 
the whole course of his reign the very | 
respectable sum of nearly $1,000,000. 

Royal visits fall into two categories, 
state and private. -Of the first descrip- 
tion was the visit to London of the 
emperor and empress in the autumn 
of 1907 and the return visit paid by 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra to 
Berlin last February. Both monarchs 
were accompanied by their responsible 
advisers, and on both occasions the 
two courts received the visitors with 
every imaginable honor, with the

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greatest pomp and display. Such state 
visits. being political events of the first 
order with the kaiser, it will be under- 
stcod how much preparation they re- 
quire and how much working out of 
the smaller details. Although it is 
whispered in the chanceries of Europe 
that the kaiser has a habit of suggest- 
ing his visits to friendly monarchs as 
a matter of fact, the proposal nearly 
always enanates from the host at 
some informal meeting which the 
kaiser has every summer in the course 
of his Mediterranean cr northern 
cruises with one or other of the ruling 
sovereigns of Europe.

} kaiser goes over the diary of his nu- 


merous engagements often booked as 
much as a year ahead, which his sec- 
retarial staff has to keep, and fixes 
a period when he can best pay the 
projected state visit. The dates in 
question are then communicated by the 
German ambassador accredited to the 
court concerned to the sovereign, al- 
theugh sometimes the emperor does 
this himself in one of his characteris- 
tic autograph letters. The monarch- 
host consults his political advisers, 
and, they making no objection, the 
requisite assent is forwarded to Ber- 
lin, on whieh the emperor gives to his 
court chamberlain the broad outlines 
of his wishes and intentions for the 
forthcoming visit. ‘Then the work for 
the imperial entourage hegins. First 
of all the persanal suite to accompany 
the emperor has to be selected, often 
a rather délicate proceeding, as politi- 
cal considerations come into play. 
His majesty when abroad is always 
accompanied by a representative of the 
German foreign office to deal with the 
constant flow of dispatches and reports 
which follow the kaiser wherever he 
goes. Baron von  Rucker-Jenisch, 
has 
filled this very responsible position 
for several years past, but, as, for in- 
stance on the emperor's last visit to 
Engiand, it is sometimes thought deée- 
sirable for the foreign secretary to 
form one of the suite. Then there 
are the heads of the:emperor's naval, 
military and civil cabinets, his court 
‘chamberlain, who goes in his capacity 
of master of ceremonies to attend to 
the smooth working of the program, 
and the numerous personal adjutants, 
‘both naval and military, who perform 
their duties in rotation, 
There is no @ifficulty in arranging 
about the personal servants of his 
Somme or of the empress w she 
goes with him, for these always ac- 
company the sovereigns on their trips 
‘abroad. On a state visit then the 
number of the imperial party is apt 
to be extremely large, ae will be seen 
from the suite which accompanied the

were her majesty’s master of ceremo- 
nies, twe maids of honor, six tiring- 
women and two grooms of the cham- 
ber. There were further twenty 
coachmen and stable attendants to 
look after the two carriages nd twelve 
pair of horses taken, and ten chauf- 
feurs for the six automobiles, and two 
more luggage vans, which were in- 
cluded in the imperial impedimenta. 
Housewives will be able to realize 
what an amount of preparation the 
housing and accommodation of this 
large party demands, so while the 
plans are being discussed in Berlin 
the court officials at the scene ef the 
visit are no less busy. As soon as the 
monarch-host has approved of the pro- 
gram for his imperial visitor’s enter- 
tainment it is forwarded to Berlin, 
where it is laid before the emperor. 
Meanwhilé, the day of departure hav- 
ing beep fixed, a high officiel of the 
ministry of railways is in constant 
consultation with the court chamber- 
ain’s office as to the rail, route to be 
lanes by the kaiser’s private train. 
ATl the German geniug for organiza- 
tion is here called into action for traf- 
fic is stopped. wherever the imperial 
train has to pass, and all the signal 
boxes, railway crossings — and watch 
huts are connected by telephone, by 
which the news , of the emperor's 
progress is passed on from point te 
point. By special edict of the minister 
of railways all stations through which 
the imperial train passes have to be 
decorated irrespective of the hour, 80 
this detail has to be seen to. Some- 
times circumstances render it neces- 
sary for the train to stop at some lit- 
tle station, otherwise totally unprovid- 
ed for the reception of so distinguished 
a guest. The railway administration 
has pfovided for this emergency by 
keeping portable pavilions at the prin- 
cipal junctions throughout the empire. 
In a very few hours these can be con- 
veyed to the station concerned and 
quickly put up. 
Furthermore, the. police authorities 
have to be communicated with, the 
criminal police for patrolling the route 
followed by the imperial train and the 
secret police for guarding the kaiser’s 
person outside Germany's frontiers. 
There i# a spécial staff of detectives, 
the pick of the Prussian plain clothes 
staff, which assumes this very heavy 
responsibility. Often they find it 
necessary to disguise themselves in or- 
der to keep close to the emperor at 
the various functions of some state 
visit and when, as on the occasion of 
the emperor’s visit to the Guildhall in 
London, his majesty drives along a 
processional route, Germen and Eng- 
lish plain clothes detectives: mingle 
with the crowd at frequent. intervals 
along the way... :

The emperor ts a confessed lover of 
railway traveling, and gets through 
an astonishing amount of work while 
Ppeeding across country at 43 miles an 
hour, which limit the driver of the im- 
perial train is never permitted to ex- 
ceed. He hears verba} reports from 
ministers, generals or heads of de- 
partments, or dictates for hours to a 
secretary. As little time ag possible is 
spent at meals; as a matter of fact, 
dinner en famille in the kaiser's 
household must never jast longer than 
an hour at the outside. After dinner, 
his majesty playsa game of cards over 
\@ clear and @ giass of beer until it 
ifs time for bed. If the time can be 
‘spared, the emperor never sleeps while 
, the train is in motion. It is shunted 
‘to a siding for the night, while the 
‘local gendarmerie keep Suard out- 
side. On such occasions the most 
stringent orders are issued to the 
drivers of trains passing in the vicin- 
ity of the imperial Pullman not to 
whistle lest they disturb their mon- 
arch. ° 

If a sea journey is necessary, the 
kaiser generally uses his steam yacht 
the Hohenzollern. His majesty is a 
notoriously bad sailor, as he has often 
ruefully confessed to acquaintances, 
but his dogged indifference to all 
weathers has hardened him somewhat 
in this reapect. All agree that as soon 
as he sets foot on the dock of his be- 
loved yacht he becomes a changed be- 
ing. He throws off all ceremony, and 
is full of boyishness, which often 
takes the form of good-natured jests 
and practical jokes, The empress, too, 
is fond of the sea, but rather for the 
recreation it affords her from the wor- 
ries of a large family and an engross- 
ing household. She employs her time 
on the crulse with the kaiser in doing 
fancy work or knitting, and is safd to 
haye presented the emperor with. a 
.pair of socks at the end of last year’s 
Mediterranean trip as the fruit of her 
‘Industry in the voyage. Naturally 
these trips of the emperor run away 


with a great dea! of money, paid, how- 


out of his own pocket. So, for 
instance, last year’s journey by train 
from Berlin to Venice and the return 
from Pola via Vienna to Munich and 
Donaueschingen cost $10,000. 
Probably the most harassed officials 
on the occasion of one of these state 
visits are the keepers of the emperor's 
and empress’ wardrobe. One of the 
most essential features of the program 
of a state visit are the details of the 
uniform to be worn at the different 
functions, and these details are always 
given with the utmost exactitude, It is 
etiquete for the visiting monarch to 
‘wear throughout his stay the uniforms 
of the ranks which he holds in the 
army and navy of his host. A very 
intimate knowledge of the accoutre- 
ments and trappings of the forces of 
all nations is therefore required of the 
imperial valets, seeing that the kaiser 
possesses about 150 different military 
and naval uniforms. He has the right 
to wear the uniform of colonel of every 
regiment in the German army, is a 
German field marshal and admiral of 
the fleet, and is moreover a British 
and Austrian field marshal and ad- 
miral, a Spanish captain general and a 
Swedish, Danish, Russian and Nor- 
wegian admiral, besides being honor- 
ary colonel of the British First Royal 
Dragoon Guards and a dozen or 80 
other regiments the world over. 

There is a certain officer in the Ger- 
man army who probably has not for- 
gotten his feeling one day some years

the dispatch of the luggage containing 
the kaiser’s uniforms for a state visit 
to Vienna, he contrived to lose a trunk 
containing the trousers to one of the 
chief uniforms. When the mishap 
was reported to the emperor there was 
a bad quarter of an hour for every- 
body, but luckily the missing box was 
retrieved at the erucial ‘moment and 
the situation saved. The wardrobe 
department of the empress’ household, 
too, is in a fever of activity as the day 
of departure draws near. New dresses 
have to be fitted and packed, the em- 
press’ decorations sorted out and her 
jew@ls arranggd. 

Among the multitude of trunks 
which the kaiser takes away with him 
on a state visit there are always sev- 
eral filled with decorations, which, ac- 
cording to the etiquette observed on 
such occasions, have to be distributed 
on the termination of the visit to all 
the chief court officials, the leading 
statesmen and officers. The recom- 
mendation of recipients for such dis-+ 
tinctions is the work of the German 
embassy at the court visited. 

There is one man in Germany who 
invariably accompanies the Keiser ou 
his travels, wherever the monarch goes, 
whatever the occasion. That is Fran- 
cois Haby; the emperor's barber, the 
man who has meade the fortune of 
caricaturists in two hemispheres by in- 
venting for his fmperial client: the up- 
turned mioustaches made famous by 
the kaiser. Once, however, his majes- 
ty in his search for absolute privacy 
even relinquished the services of his 
faithful Figaro. It was when the 
kaiser went to Highcliffe, in Hamp- 
shire. after his visit to Windsor in 
1907. But Herr Haby was spared the 
pain of seeing enother teke his place, 
for the emperor used a safety razor 
ot shaved himself throughout his 
stay. .

ENDS IN DEATH 


Shooting of Dog Started 
the Trouble. 


One Man Is Killed, and Five 
Others Wounded in Fierce 
Battle on the Main Street of 
North Carolina Town.

Charlotte, N. C., August 21.—As the 
result of one of the fiercest feud fights 
in the history of Mecklenberg county 
at Huntersville tonight, Reece Hucks, 
@ prominent young. farmer of Croft, 
lies dead at St. Peter’s hospital; Lester 
Hucks, a brother; Charles Cox and Gil- 
reath and Batte Davis, neighbors and 
substantial farmers. are seriously cut 
and shot and several others slightly 
wounded. 

The fight took place in the main 
street of Huntrsville in front of the 
postoffice and was witnessed by a 
large throng, events transpiring so 
quickly that bystanders could not in- 
terfere in time to prevent the carnage. 

For a year there has been had blood 
between the Hucks brothers and the 
Coxs, growing out of the shooting of 
a dog belonging to Batte Davis, a 
friend of the Hucks_ brothers, by 
Charles Cox. 

Trouble Over Dog. 

Members and friends of both families 
attended a farmers’ institute at. Hun- 
tersville today and Batte Davis and 
Charies Cox met in front of the post- 
office and renewed the trouble over the 
dog. Cox was getting the better of 
the fight when the Hucks brothers ap- 
peared and interefered. This drew 
the. Cox faction into the row, which 
became general. Ed Cox is said to 
have done all the shooting, putting 
three Lullets into Reece Hucks, who 
died a ham-hour after being trans- 
ferred to the Charlotte hospial: shoot- 
ing Lester Hucks in the back and his 
brother Charles, by mistake, in the 
arm. Knives were freely used by the 
combatants and blood flowed freely, 
the services of all three physicians in 
‘the village heing necessary to treat the 
weunded, 

The Hucks brothers were brought to 
Charlotte and the rest of the wonnded 
are being cared for at Huntersville. 
After receiving his death wound, Reece 
Hucks arose from the ground’ where 
he had fallen and grasping a chair, 
fellec tis assailant, Ed Cox, with it, 
seriously injuring him. No arrests 
have been made tonight, the parties to 
the fight who are ahle to move, hav- 
ing made no effort to escape.

DYNAMITE USED 
BY THE STRIKER 


Night of ‘Wild Rioting 
Near Pittsburg. 


Building of Steel Company. 


the Fire Hose Was Turned 
On Them---Several Injured. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 21.—A night 
of wild. rioting. among the striking 
workmen closed the week at the Press- 
ed Steel Car. Company’s . plant in 
Schoenville. A daring attempt, partly 
successful, to blow 
building of the company was made. 
This wag the signal for serious clashes 
between state troopers and strike 
sympathizers, in which a dozen or more 
men were injured. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock tonight over 
half a thousand women and children 
gathered about the company’s restau- 
rant’ in McKees Rock were partially 
dispersed by mounted troopers. One 
bold woman stood out of the mob and 
drawing a gas pipe loaded with pow- 
der, threw it at the feet of a trooper’s 
horse. The bomb fatled to explode. 

Hose Turned on Women, 

The crowd of women again formed in 
the streets and as a last resort a fire 
hose was played on them. 

This was effective. 

While the angry women swarmed the 
streets a concerted attack was made 
upon the company restaurant from the 
rear and setting upon negro cooks |{ 
with ladles, pokers and cooking spoons, 
about fifty women beat and entrance 
into the kitchens of the establishment 
and made off with five barrels of po- 
tatoes, a barrel of onions and even 
cauldrons of steaming soup. 

A more serious riot occurred mean- 
while near a viaduct over the Pitts- 
burg@ and Lake Erie railroad, Strike 
sympathizers there began stopping 
street cars and holding up passengers 
for close scrutiny. Three men who 
could not satisfactorily explain their 
presence in McKees Rocks were 
hurled through a car window. Then 
they were dragged to the edge of the 
viaduct, 50 feet below, which lay the 
tracks of the railroad and only es- 
caped’ being thrown over by the ar- 
rival of a detachment of troopers. 


Tried to Blow Up Building. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock an attempt 
was made to blow up the office build- 
ing of the car plant, Nitro glycerine 
caps were thrown over the stockade, 
ind over 20 feet of rock supporting 
the office building was torn away by 
the explosion. There is no clew to the 
identity of the men responsible for the 
deed. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock, on a street 
car, Over a dozen men passengers were 
severely beaten by strike sympathizers, 
but rescued by troopers. 

Yesterday was pay day at the car 
works, many of its striking employees 
drawing money due the msince they 
went out on strike six weeks ago. 

At midnight tonight the situation in 
and about the strike zone was quiet 
but ominous. 

Physician Shot. 

Shortly after midnight tonight Dr. 
J. W. Davidson, physician in charge 
of the Pressed Steel Car Company 
emergency hospital, while walking to- 
wards a car to return to his home in 
Pittsburg, was twice wounded, once 
in the neck and once in the’ forearm 
by bullets said to have been fired by 
strike sympathizers.

Mr. Taft in part approved. 

The cabinet conference was attended 
by Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh, Secretary of the Nacy Meyer and 
Attorney General Wickersham. When 
the conference had been adjourned un- 
til tomorrow President Taft announced 
that no definite conclusion had been 
reached on any one of the several 
matters. 

The final framing of the amend- 
ments to the interstate commerce and 
anti-trust laws will be left to the 
commission designated by the presi- 
dent. The attorney general will talk 
to the commission, which is to meet in 
New York August 30, a definite state- 
ment of President Taft’s wishes in the 
matter, which will form the main fea- 
tures of his forthcoming message to 
congress. 

What Taft Says. 

Mr. Taft declared tonight that as a 
result of the report made by the at- 
torney general he was convinced the 
amendments deemed necessary to the 
interstate commerce law would be 
simple matters to deal with. The 
bringing about of a coordination of 
the executive departments concerned 
in the enforcement of the interstate 
commerce and anti-trust laws, he said, 
accomplished.

FEUD FIGHT 
ENDS IN DEATH 


Shooting of Dog Started 
the Trouble. 


One Man Is Killed, and Five 
Others Wounded in Fierce 
Battle on the Main Street of 
North Carolina Town. 


— 


Charlotte, N. C., August 21.—As the 
result of one of the fiercest feud fights 
in the history of Mecklenberg county 
at Huntersville tonight, Reece Hucks, 
a prominent young. farmer of Croft, 
lies dead at St. Peter’s hospital; Lester 
Hucks, a brother; Charles Cox and Gil- 
reath and Batte Davis, neighbors and 
substantial farmers, are seriously cut 
and shot and several others slightly 
wounded. 

The fight took place in the main 
street of Huntrsville in front of the 
postoffice and was witnessed by a 
large throng, events transpiring so 
quickly that bystanders could not in- 
terfere in time to prevent the carnage. 

For a year there has been had blood 
between the Hucks brothers and the 
Coxs, growing out of the shooting of 
a dog belonging to Batte Davis, a 
friend of the Hucks brothers, by 
Charles Cox. 

Trouble Over Dog. 

Members and friends of both families 
attended a farmers’ institute at Hun- 
tersville today and Batte Davis and 
Charies Cox met in front of the post- 
office and renewed the trouble over the 
dog. Cox was getting the better of 
the fight when the Hucks brothers ap- 
peared and interefered. This drew 
the Cox faction into the row, which 
became general. Ed Cox is said to 
have done all the shooting, putting 
three Lullets into Reece Hucks, who 
died a hamM-hour after being trans- 
ferred to the Charlotte hospial: shoot- 
ing Lester Hucks in the back and his 
brother Charles, by mistake, in the 
arm. Knives were freely used by the 
combatants and blood flowed freely, 
the services of all three physicians in 
‘he village heing necessary to treat the 
weunded, 

The Hucks brothers were brought to 
Charlotte and the rest of the wonnded 
are being cared for at Huntersville. 
After receiving his death wound, Reece 
Hucks arose from the ground’ where 
he had fallen and grasping a chair, 
fellec tis assailant, Ed Cox, with it, 
seriously injuring him.

Three Cabinet Members 
at Summer Capital.

Proposed Changes in the Inter- 
state Commerce and Anti- 
Trust Laws Are Considered, 
but No Definite Conclusion 
Reached. 


Beverly, Mass., August 21.—For four 
hours and a half this afternoon Presi- 
dent Taft .was closeted with three 
members of his cabinet discussing 
changes to be recommended in the in- 


terstate commerce and anti-trust laws. 
Attorney General Wickershm present- 
ed to the president a tentative draft of 
several of the proposed changes, which 
Mr. Taft in part. approved. 

The cabinet conference was attended 
by Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh, Secretary of the Nacy Meyer and 
Attorney General Wickersham. When 
the conference had been adjourned un- 
til tomorrow President Taft announced 
that no definite conclusion had been 
reached on any one of the several 
matters. 

The final framing of the amend- 
ments to the interstate commerce and 
anti-trust laws will be left to the 
commission designated by the presi- 
dent. The attorney general will talk 
to the commission, which is to meet in 
New York August 30, a definite state- 
ment of President Taft’s wishes in the 
matter, which will formthe main fea- 
tures of his forthcoming message to 
congress. 


What Taft Says. 
Mr. Tete declared tonight that as a 


result of the report made by the at- 
torney general he was convinced the 
amendments deemed necessary to the 
interstate commerce law would be 
simple matters to deal with. The 
bringing about of a coordination of 
the executive departments concerned 
in the enforcement of the interstate 
commerce and anti-trust laws, he said, 
could also be*readily accomplished.

ROWING DEFICIT 


Figures Presented by Rep- 
resentative Anderson. 


Statement Based on Facts and 


Figures Furnished by Comp- 
troller General and the State 


Treasurer---Estimated $867,- 
000 by January 1. 


Blaborating his recent statement 
relative to the condition of the state 
treasury, Representative J. Randolph 
Anderson, of Chatham, predicts a defi- 
cit of $867,300 by January 1, 1910. 

He bases this prediction upon facts 
and figures which he secured from 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright and 
State Treasurer J. Pope Brown. 

In @ letter dealing with the subject, 
written to the editor of The Savannah 
Morning News, Mr. Anderson says that 
those who insist that there was a 
larger amount of cash in the treasury 
on July 1, 1909, than on July 1, 1907, 
“seem utterly unable to understand 
that this accumulation was due to the 
fact that the state had not paid some 
of its liabilities it should have paid, 
and which it would have to pay,” and 
that $230,000 of it was near beer money 
belonging to the penitentiary fund un- 
til released by act of the legislature. 
Among the payments then due, he cites 
interest on bonds and fertilizer fees 


amounting approximately to $120,000. 

The amount in the treasury, Mr. An- 
derson points out, is immaterial, if the 
current liabilities of the state are in 
excess of that amount plus the current 
resources. 

On January 1, 1909, Mr. Anderson 
says, the expenditures for the year 
1908 had exceeded the revenues for 
that year by more than $182,000. This 
he says was reported to the governor 
by Treasurer Park, who also gave 
warning that the treasury would have 
difficulty in meeting its expenses for 
1909. 

No Statement Made. 
Continuing, Mr. Anderson says: 
“Now, as to existing canditions of 

the treasury. 

“The actual facts could not be ar- 
rived at accurately and definitely for 
the startling reason admitted to me 
both by the comptroller general and 
the treasruer, in the conference 1 had 
with them on August 10, that notonce 
during the two years of Smith’s ad- 
ministration had any attempt been 
made to get up any statement or trial 
balance of the state treasury to find 
out how the current resources com- 
pared or would compare with current 
liabilities for the period ending De- 
cember 31, 1909. This may have been 
also true of former administrations, 
but is no excuse for its not having 
been done by a gieat reformer and 
reform administration. Imagine what 
would happen to any large business 
concern if it attempted to run along 
for two years without ever once try- 
ing to find out if its current resources 
were sufficient to meet its current Ha- 
bilities. 

“Both the comptroller general and 
the treasruer admitted to me _ that 
there was a large deficit existing on 
July 1, 1909. What it actually was ng 
wor could tell, for the reason 
stated. They estimated that it was at 
least $200,000, and might be $300,000. 
Now you know, of course, that the 
financing of the state treasury for the 
years 1908 and 1909 was done by the 
tax acts and the appropriation acts of 
1907, and Smith’s administration is, 
therefore, responsible for the condition 
of the state finances during that pe- 
riod, up to January 1 1910. 


Predicted Deficit. 


“TI stated in my interview that the 
outioo®’ was that the state treasury on 
Janary 1, 1910, would be confronted 
with a deficit of approximately 
$1,000,000. This estimate is based on 
the figures given me by the comp- 
troller general and state treasurer in 
my conference with them on August 
10, and is arrived at as follows:

Slight Increase from Returns. 
“Since this estimate was reached, 
at the conference above mentioned, 
it appears, from the county tax re- 
turns received by the comptroller gen- 
eral, that the increase in tax 'valua- 
tions of the state for 1909 will amount 
to about $20,000,000, which will yield 
an increased revenue from taxes of 
$100,000. Therefore, aghinst the above 
estimated deficit of $967,300, is to be 
set off this amount of increased taxes, 
which reduces the estimated deficit to 
$867,300. In financing this the gov- 
ernor has power to borrow $200,000. 
but his borrowing that amount does 
not reduce the amount of the deficit. 
it gimply substitutes a new liability of 
the state for others already existing 

in the deficit. 

“You can see fr6m this that the 
question of the state finances is nec- 
essarily gding to prove a difficult and 
@mbarrassing matter to the new ad- 
ministration. The present legislature, 
at its recent session, reduced the total 
amount of the Poc.eoe, appropriation 
act for 1910 by $500,000; and, we hope. 
by the tax act increased the revenues 
by approximately $300,000. We also 
estimate that the increase in tax 
values for 1910 will yield an increase 
of $150,000 in revenues: but none of 
this can take effect until in the latter 
part of 1919. and I fear that at least 
half of this apparent improvement for 
1910 will be needed to meet the re- 
quirements of the service pension bill 
which is sure to become a law early 
ir. the next session.”

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Liberal Budget Bitterly 
Fought in England. 


Some Concessions Have Been 
Made, but the Principle of 
Taxing Land Values Has Been 
Adhered To---Not Believed 
Lords Will Interfere. 


Londen, August 21.—Having suc- 
ceeded, by means of all-night sittings 
of the house of commons, in passing 
through the committee of the whole 
those clauses of the budget imposing 
a tax on land values, the government 
has given members a week's release 
from their arduoug labors, during 
which time less contentious measures 
will be considered. 

The fight over the budget, . which 
will fairly revolutionize the system of 
taxation in England, has been one of 
the most strenuous in the history of 
the parliament. A mere handful of 
unionists, as compared with the huge 
iiberal majority, has been able to hold 
up legislation week after week, until 
the government, though loath to in- 
troduce guillotine methods in order 
to limft the discussion, was forced to 
bring in new rules of procedure, which 
authorized the chairman to decline to 
consider purely blocking amendments. 

Many Concessions. 

The last of the land taxation clauses 
has been passed by the committee, but 
their form its quite different from that 
originally introduced. The ‘chancellor 
of the exchequer has made a number 
of very important concessions, chief 
among these being in regard to the 
valuation of land. Under the bill as 
introduced, the cost of the valuation 
was imposed upon the owner. 

This charge has been taken over 
by. the state, which wil] be called upon 
to spend for the purpose $10,000,000. 
This is more than the tax will pro- 
duce during the first year. 

The property of friendly societies 
which own lands valued at upward of 
$500,000,006 is also exempted under 
the new taxation. This is a concession 
to the labor unionists, who form a 
large majority of the shareholders of 
the societies. 

Another amendment made to the bill 
came as a result of criticism by the 
lord chief justice. It was originally 
proposed that the valuation placed 
upon property by commisstoners ap- 
pointed for that purpose should be 
final, but the lord chief justice pointed 
out that this would be in direct con- 
travention of the British constitution, 
which expressly gives the right of 
appeal in all cases. The government, 
therefore, amended the bill, allowing 


the right of appeal. 
Principle . Maintained. 

After much criticism, a provision of 
the bill imposing a tax upon unmined 
minerals was also withdrawn, and a 
tax on mining royalties and rents was 
substituted. The government, how- 
ever, maintained the principle of tax- 
ation upon land values, and it is now 
attempting to justify its policy in the 
campaign throughout the country in 
which all the cabinet ministers are 
taking part. The unionists are just as 
busy in opposition to this policy, and 
the country is occupied with the dis- 
cussion as to whether or not the 
budget will be popular. 

The masses seem to favor the meas- 
ure, and s0me unionist newspapers, 
recognizing this, are urging the party 
to give up the fight and turn its at- 
tention to tariff reform. The leaders 
are supported by a majority of the 
party, however, and are insisting that 
the contest go until the bill reaches 
the house of lords, when the hope is 
expressed that the upper house, ig- 
noring all precedents, will either 
amend or throw out the measure, and 
thus, they believe, force the govern- 
ment to appeal to the country. 

Lords Will Hardly Interfere. 

It is doubtful whether the lords will 
take the extreme step of interfering 
with taxation, which has heretofore 
been considered the prerogative of the 
house of commons. Even if thev did 
take such ae step, it is considered 
doubtful whether a general election 
would follow. 

Lewist Harcourt, first commissioner 
of. works, in a speech yesterday said 
it would be rash to assume that only 
one course is open to the government. 
If the heuse of lords, by refusing to 
pass the bill, plunged the country into 
chaos, the cabinet, he said, could be 
depended upon “to tender such a vice 
to the sovereign as would best conduce 
in the immediate future with the pre- 
dominance of the will of the electors.” 
In some quarters this is taken as a 
threat to confer enough liberal peer- 
ages to overcome the unionist ma | 
jority. 

There are still many clauses of the 
budget to be dealt with, and upon 
these the opposition promises to con- 
tinue its fight. The first of these deals 
with the Uecense duties, which at 


ipresent are basefl upon one-half the 


value of licensed premises. The hold- 
ers of licenses object to this, and, in 
order to meet thefr views, the govern- 
ment probably will propose a tax to 
be levied on the amount of liquor sold. 
Other clauses deal with changes in the 
death duties; the income tax, the 
stamp customs and like duties. 


Aeroplane Park Leased. 


Washington, August 21.--The acting 
secretary of war has @Buthorized the 
quartermaster general of the army to 
lease for six months 160 acres of land 
in College Park, Md., to be @sed by 
the government for experimen al pur- 
poses, and for giving instructions to 
officers in the navy in the use of the 
Wright aeroplane recently purchased 
from the Wright brothers.

American Flour in Manchuria. 

American .fiour is populer here, but 
it will be long before a great market 
@an be created. There are about six- 
teen million people in Manchuria, but 


the majority of men are too poor to. 


@at wheat or rice. They live upon | 
SOrgiium seed and other varieties of ° 
Millet, and wheat is not one of the 
regular grains sold in the markei. 
Professor E. C. Parker, one of our 
@@ricultural experte,.whe. has just 
been traveling over northern Manchu- 
ria, tells me that the farmers raise 
wheat here and there, but only enough 
for their own consumption. If they 
have a surpl ‘\ they will load a half 
ton upon a it @.. e cart and carry it 
to the mill. usuctiv takes them 
geveral days “o gt to the nearest one, 
and the wheat barely pays the freight. 

At present som wheat is raised 
about Harbin, but che business of the 
mills there is falling off, andg it can- 
not go on profitably with their pres- 
ent capitalization. Professor Parker 
says that the flour business of Harbin 
is in @ bad way. It had a mushroom 
growth through the war, when the 
mills were running day and night te 
supply the Russian army, and got big 
prices for all they could grind. They 
were backed by the government and 
were operated at enormous cost. 
There were twelve of them, all equip- 
ped with the finest of modern machin- 
ery, much of which cea from Ame: - 
fea. Then they groun ething lik« 
16,000 varrels per day ad no trou- 
ble of disperinge of ¢t 
a result the stock wen 
the Siberian Jews, w 
milis, sold out at a big 
then the.demand for flour has declined, | 
seven of the mills have stepped work- 
ing. and the five now in operation are 
producing altogether less than 1,000) 
barrels per day. The mills, which are 
heavily morigsact, have now gor: in- 
to the hands of the Russo-Chinese, 
Bank, which is not able to manage 
them at a profit under the present 
conditions. A thorough reorganize- 
tion will have to be made before they 
can compete with our flour. 

Manchurian Wheat Landa. 

In the meantime the Japanese will 
soon have a new mill at Tiehling, and 
they will build other mille along their 
railroad. The grain possibilities are 
enormous. and, as the country devel- 
ops, Manchuria is bound to raise all 
the flour she can &se, and a great deal 
for export to China. As it is now, the 
valley of the Liao river exports $10.- 
000.000 worth of food products per 
year. The country drained by that 
river is about as big as the state of 
Migsouri,. and almost every acre can 
be cultivated. Along the railroad be- 
tween Mukden and Dalny there. are 
farms all the way. Today the principal 
crops are beans and millet, but the soil 
will raise wheat. 

The Sungari river; the Mississippi of 
northern Mafichuria, drains a district 
twice as large as the Liao watershed, 
and the whole of it is adapted to 
wheat. Three varieties are already 
grown in a small way, and the produc- 
tien in the best districts fs about thirty 
busbels per acre. The grain is sown in 
April and harvested in September and 
October. It is tied up tin bundles and 
stacked near the villages. The grain 
fe thrashed upon «a thrashing ficor 
with stone rollers, which are pulled by 
donkeys led by chitidren. It is win- 
nowed in the wind and then ground 
fimte flour upon rude native mills. Of 
late considerable flour has been taken 
te Harbin, and as the new millé are 
built the area of production will rapid- 
ly {ncrease. Twelve steam milis have 
recentiy been erected across the fron- 
tier in Siberia, and other mills are 
my pean up along the Trans-Siberian 


The Russtans Fieeding Siberia. 

The rapid settlement of Siberia is 
one the striking features of the 

situation. That country hag 
tens of millions of. acres of wheat 
lands,.and it will eventually feed a 
great part of the world. Travelers 
say that the lands aiong the railroad 
are being rapidiy settled, and that 
there wil) soom be a populous country 
above Manchuria. 

The Chinese agent of our Equitable 
Life Insurance Company, who has just 
returned from a trip over the Trans- 
Siberian system, says that the Russian 
government is putting 10,000 emigrants 
a@ day.into those regions. He says that 

he saw long trains coming day after 
day, filled with immigrants. Some

dines. This man counted the trains 
and their passengers, and it is his 
estimate that the number now coming 
ir cannot be less than 10,000 per day. 
From other authorities I have like in- 
formation, and a statement’ was recent- 
ly published that as many as $00,009 
sOulg were settled in Siberia last. year. 

This migration is not a new one. It 
began at the close of the Japanese 
war. It amounted to 60.090 in 1905 
and averaged that for several years 
preceding. In 1906 it wag 188,000, an 
in 1907, 400,000, while last year it was 
half as large as our immigration from 
all the world during that year. 

This movement of the Russjan people 
r.eans a new industrial empire in Si- 
beria. I¢ means the development of a 
wheat belt greater than that of Can- 
ada, and also the creation of a Rua- 
sian peril which may some day cast 
the yellow peril into the shade. The 
Rusgians are moving as villages, and 
not as individuais. They have a won- 
deiful cohesive force and their motto 
is “For God and the czar.’ The pres- 
ent emperor fs a weakling, but with a 
strong man as his successor may there 
net be another struggle between th-« 
Japanese and the Russians, with this 
thickly pepulated, grain-producing. 
food-eupplying Siberia as a back- 
ground? The Japanese must have 
more territory before they can support 
larger armies than they now have. 
Their land is crowded with their fifty 
millions. Russia already has as many 
people and it could put many Japans

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into Siberia and have room to spere. :

The Japanése in Manchioria. 

Tt is wonderful how the.Japanese 
have crowded the Rugsians out, of 
southern Manchuria,. The only remain 
left by the czar are the magnificen: 
buildings at Dainy and Port Arthur 
and the railroad upon which Russia 
spent something like $300,000,000. Dven 
these are being rapidly changed. The 
line to Mukden has been 4ouble- 
tracked dnd .better etations erected. 
The buildings of Dalny have Been im- 
proved and a new town is going up on 
the edge of the harbor. The names of 
the stréets have been changed and we 
now hé@ve such avenues as Oyama and 
Nogi. The Russians’ signs over the 
stores have disappeared, and Japan- 
ese signs bave taken their places. In- 
deed , about the only remains of the 
Russians are a lot of . broken-down 
droschkies and antiquated dirt carts: 
these have faNen into the hands of the 
Chinese and are now to be seen among 
the Jinrikshas on every highway. 

The Japariese have established 
schools in Dalny and Port Arthur, and 


they have also schools in Mukden. They | 


are chiefly for Javanese children, and, 
so far as I can see, Japan fs not at- 
tempting to push the western eiviliza- 
tion into this country as into Korea. 
The Japenese who have come here 
are much the same as those who are 
flooding Korea. 
scum of the Japanese cities, and are a 
much rougher element than the sol- 
diers. of the Japanese army. | o 
Japanese Colonization a Failure. 
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Consulate at Mukden. 
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that they do not find Manchuria suited 
to them, Said he: 

“There are now only about 30,000 
Japanese in the country—I mean out- 
pide of our military forces. The most 
of them are. at Dalny and Port Arthur, 
although there are email settlements 
in the towns along the railroad, and 
we have about 3,000 here in Mukden. 
Manchuria bélongs to the Chinesé, and 
in, its’ sduthern part the good lends 
are all owned and are under cultiva. 
tion, Besides, the Chinese methods of 
farming are different from ours and 
the climate is colder. The most of our 
people who came here hoping to make 
their fortunes out of nothing have 
gone back, and the remainder is large- 
ly made up of shopkeepers with smail 
capital, who. belong to..the lower.classes 
of our ..country.. These people find 
that the Chinese are good business men 
and that the Chinese stores are sup- 
plying the demands of the market. “As 
a result they get but ttle of the 
native trade. The army and them- 
selves are about their only customers, 
and as a result their business is 
small.” : 

The Japanese in Mukden. 
What Mr. Okabe says is undoubtedly 
true. .The Japanese stores are near 
the camps and about the railway sta- 
tions. There are but few of them in

the Manchu cities, and those at Muk- 
den are a mile or so from the centers 
of the Chinese population. Thev have 
bullt their stores Japanese fashion, and 
they look cold and mean in compari- 
son with the substantial one-story 
brick buildings of the Chinese. The 
business conditions here are far dif- 
ferent from ‘those of Korea, where’ the 
people are simple and the Japanese are 
managing everything. 

Every Manchyp city seems. to be 
| given up to buying and selling. Muk- 
den is business from the word go, 
and it has hundreds of good Chinese 
stores. The streets fairly swarm with 
| peddlers, and almost as much business 
is done on the sidewalks dase in the 
‘stores themselves. The Manchurian 
Chinese chases the dollar even more 
ardently than his Japanese. brother. 
He trades on a closer margin, and 
heats him in nine cages out of ten. 

" Bulldosing the Chinese. 

I hear considerable criticism of the 
| Japanese methods employed in Man- 
churia. The natives claim that the 
Japanese are exploiting them, and that 
they are fqueezed at ‘every turn. 
One instance of this was ag to the 
electric lighting of Mukden. The rail- 
way station is four miles from the 
city and the city ttself has its electric 
light plant, erected by the capital of 


the Manchurian Chinese, The

plant at the depot, and, according to 
ite own concession cannot supply the 
eurrent to the general public. Nev- 
ertheless, the Japanese recently began 
to erect poles all the way to Mukden.

Lama temple to vacate in, order that 
the building might be used for the 
vonsulate. Some such properties are 
still held by the Japanese, who re- 
fuse to pay either rent or taxes, and, 
so far, the owners have been unable 
to oust them. Such abuses may be 
among the necessities of war. but it 
would seém that it ts now time for 
the Japanese government to correct 
them. 
Railroads and Telegraphs. 

The Chinese say that the Japanese 
are monopolizing their telegraph bus- 
iness. During the war they construct- 
cd military lines in every direction. 
They eonnected all the important 
cities and villages, and when peace 
was declared they had inclosed south- 
ern Manchuria in a network of wires 
which was controlled by the Japanese 
government. The Chinese claim tbkt 
as the war is now over, all lines ex- 
cept those necessary for the railroads 
sheuld be done away with. To this 
JJapan has at last agreed, bit it in- 
sists than China pay $25,000 for the 
lines, and at the same time a Japanese 
telegraph messenger shall be in each 
of the city offices, in order to be able 
0 telegraph in Japanese. This makes 
ihe Chinese pay for the lines, and at 
he same time practically keeps them 
in the hands of the Japanese. 

Another story of Japanese enecroach- 
ment is told in cennection with the 
railroad proposed from the South Man- 
churian line to Kirin. The latter lg a 
city of about 100,000, situated on the 
Sungari river, about 80 miles from the 


Dainey-Harbin railroad. A line of 
railway connecting the two would be 
valuable. There is already an enor- 
mous trade. but the goods go in carts 
and the freight rate is something like 
$16 a ton. 

The Chinese proposed to build that 
road and had their civi! engineers go 
over the line, and by their report it 
would cost $4,000,000 to build. They 
were ready to begin work when the 
Japanese blocked the construction by 
means of their objection to the Fuku- 
man road, saying they would release 
that objection if they were Ziven a 
half interest in the road to Kirin. The 


, Japanese sent their engineers over the 


road and from them got a report that 
it would cost $9,000,000 to build it. 
This was more than double the esti- 


mate of the Chinese engineers, and as 


'it was a part of the agreement that 
| most of the money was to be borrowed 


from Japan if it had gone through the 
Japanese x 7 have secured a loan 
of over $4,000,000 and would have had 
most of the money above the cost of 
construction as per the Chinese esti- 
mate. The figures of the Chinese en- 
Zineers had. however, been forwarded 
to Pekin, and the officials there in- 
sisted on the estimates being cut down 
until they approximated $5,000,000. It 
has been decided to build the road on 
these estimates, and the Japanese wil! 
have a share in the control until the 
) wroney is paid. In the meantime the 
Fukuman road will be built. 


American Goods in Manchuria. 


The time has come when the United 
States should push its trade in Man- 
churia. The people are just begin- 
ning to know foreign goods and buy 
them, and from now on there will be 
& great increase in the native con- 
sumption. All sorts of farming. im- 
plements will be needed for the de- 
velopment of this great agricultural 
empire, and our plows should be in 
great demand. The Germans are al- 
yeauy' selling cheap imitations of 
American tools around Harbin. They 
get $25 for # plow which could be 
easily landed on the ground and sold 
at a profit at $16 or $12. 

As the wheat lands are developed 
reapers will be needed, and for’ the 
large government farms thrashers and 
steam engines, A British firm recent- 
- sold four large Howard steam plows, 
shipping them north from Newchwang; 
the board of agriculture at Mukden 
has on its experimental farm American 
reapers, harrows, harvesters and plows, 

A large part of the flour milling ma- 
chinery alréady tn use is of American 
make, and the rolling stock of most of 
the railways is American. When the 
south Manchurian railroad was recon: 
structed the Japanese gave us one or- 
der which amounted to about 60,000 
tons. It was for steel rails and bridg- 
ing material. At the same ftime over 
2,000 of our freight cars, 200 locomo- 
tiveé and something like 200 other cars 
were imported. 

The new Pullmans, which are now 
being used on the southern end af the/ 
Trans-Siberian rafiroad are by far the 
finest sleeping cars of all Asia, and 
there will be a demand for similar ma- 
teria) on the new roads which will 
soon be constructed. One of these 
willbe the line to Kirin, and another 
the rebuilding. of the military road 
which now goes from Mukden to’ the 
Yalu river and connects with the Ko- 
rean system at Antung. 

The latter road will undoubtedly pay 
well, but it wil! necessitate a bridge 
across the Yalu, which wfll probably 
be made of American materials. The 
present road is a harrow gauge less 
than a yard.wide, which cartes little 
cars 8 feet in length. There are no 
paaeenger accommodations whatever,

It Is Alleged That Imported 
Workmen Are Being Forcibly 
Kept in the Plant---Company 
Makes an 
Strikers. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 21.—A charge 
of peonage was formally made late 
today against Frank N. Hoffstot, presi- 
dent of the Pressed Steel Car Com- 
pany, and Samuel Cohn, head of the 
service~ bureau at the Schoenville 


plant. 

The specific charge is that the two 
men have violated section 5526 of the 
revised statutes of the United States 
in having “arrested, held and returned 
the complainant (Albert Vamos) to a 
condition of peonage.” 

Vamos, who claims to be a resident 
of New York city, alleges he was 
brought heretnignorance of the state 
of affairs at Schoenville. On August 
16. he avers, he made an attempt to 
escape from the plant, first asking 
permission from Cohn to leave. 

Says He Was Beaten. 

He alleges that he was then beaten, 
being injured so severely that he had 
to go to a hospital, whence he was 
released on yesterday. / 

Before appealing to the United 
States commissioner, Vamos solicited 
the aid of the Austro-Hungarian con- 
sul, who, in turn, fmmediately started 
an investigation regarding the alleged 
illegal detaining of Austrians and 
Hungarians at the plant of the car 
company. 

Late today the car company sent 
emissaries throughout the strike zone, 
it is said, and made advances to the 
striking men as individuals. By the 
offer of a cash bonus, a month's rent 
free, and the 1907 scale of wages, the 
agents asked the striking men to re- 
turn to work Monday It is claimed 
by the strikers that the car company 
will be unable to operate permanent- 
lv without skilled workmen, hence the 
offer. 

Trains Are Guarded. 

Tonight the trains on the Pittsburg 
and Lake Erie railroad.entering Mc- 
Kee's Rocks are guarded, by order of 
the county sheriff. 

Today's pistol firing about the car 
plant was ineffective. A huge search- 
light, mounted on the main Office 
building inside the stockade of the 
plant, seemed to be the mark “for 
target practice about the strike zone.

Governor Brown Announces

FIRST SAVANNAH MAN 
EVER HAMED ON BOARD 


New Commissioner Is Secretary 
and Vice President of Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and Has 
Long. Railroad Experience. 
He Comes to Atlanta This 
Week. 


Joseph F. Gray, of Savannah, at 
present vice president and secretary 
of Savannah’s Chamber of Commerce, 
is Georgia’s new railroad commis- 


sioner. 

By appointment of Governor Brown, 
announced last night, he will succeed 
Ss. G. McLendon, who was chairman of 
the commission until removed from 
office by majority wote of both houses 
of the general assembly. 

_ Mr. Gray's name has been frequently 
and prominently mentioned in connec- 
tion with the appointment, both be- 
cause of the geographical location of 
his residence and because of his ex- 
tensive railroad experience, acquired in 
various capacities in the traffic de- 
Partment of the Central of Georgia 
and other railroads. 

: His Ratiroad Experience. 

Mr. Gray was with the Central of 
Georgia for some years as forwarding 
agent and in other capacities, and 
afterwards held an important official 
position with the Millen and South- 
western. 

For several years, however, he has 
been out of the railroad business, and 
the fact that he was not in it at this 
time was one thing that made his ap- 
pointment possible. 

His service as managing official of 
the Savannah Chamber of Commerce 
is rather one which requires him to 
look clusely after the interests of the 
merchants and shippers of his home 
city, and these are, not infrequently, 
in conflict with the view of the rail- 
roads. 

Savannah’s First Member. 

In the twenty-eight years or more 
since the commission was organized, 
neither Savannah nor that section of 
the state has had one of its residents 
a member of it. | 

Not only that, but of the present 

_ membership of the commission, Judge 
Hillyer lives in Atlanta, Commissioner 
@andler lives in Decatur, 6 miles away, 

"= and practices law here; Commissioner 

' Stevens makes his’ residence partly 
here and partly at Cornelia, in north- 

| east Georgia, and Commissioner Hill 
lives in Greenville, in the central por- 
tion of the state. 

Geographical considerations were, 
therefore, strong in the consideration 
and determination of the appointment. 

Governor Brown has taken the posi- 
tion that Savannah was entitled to the 
appointment, if a satisfactory man 
could be found, and if not, that it 
should at least go to south Georgia. 

He has found the Savannah man in 
Mr. Gray, whois most highly indorsed 
as to capability and in other respects 
by some of that city’s most prominent 
and influential citizens. 

Satisfied as to his capability, Gov- 
érnor Brown then took up the matter 
with Mr. Gray to ascertain if he would 
accept the appointment, under the con- 
ditions surrounding it, and having 
Yearned that he would do 9380, an- 
nouncement of it was made.

Indianapolis, Ind., August 21.—Three 
more HNves were sacrificed today in the 
saturnalia of speed which has inau- 
gurated the great Indianapolis motor 
speedway.

The fatal accident came when a 
National car, driven by Charles Merz, 
in the 300-mile race, lost a tire and 
crashed through a fence into a group 
of spectators.

BY STRANGE FREAK OF FATE 
DRIVER MERZ ESCAPED UNHURT 


By a strange freak of fortune Merz 
escaped from the terrible wreck with 
hardly a scratch.

New Brunswick, N. J., August *1.—

General Manager Park Wood- 
ward, of the Waterworks De- 
partment, Secures Some Very 
Important and _ Interesting 


mission Committee. 


General Manager Park Woodward, of 
the waterworks department, has just 
finished compiling a full list of all the 
streets in the city which are without 


water. 

The list shows that there are 98 
miles of improved streets without wa- 
ter. and on these. streets are 4,898 
houses. On the unimproved streets 
there are 3 miles without: water, and 
on these streets there are 3,000 houses. 

That is there are altogether in At- 
lanta 101 miles of streets without wa- 
ter, with a total number of homes 
without water of 7,898. 

Manager Woodward has been work- 
ing on the list for several weeks in 
order to make a report to the commit- 
tee on waterworks from the bond com- 
mission. He sent out men to make an 
actual house-to-house canvass of the 
city and his figures are absolutely 
correct. 

In making the measurements the 
number of feet on each street without 
water was put down and then the 
total added up. The number of feet 
on the improved ‘streets is 520,560 and 
on the unimproved streets 253,350 feet. 

The list of streets is made up alpha- 
betically and a perusal of it will show 
that some of the oldest and most cen- 
tral streets in the city are without 
water. 

A very remarkable showing made 
by the report is that 3,000 houses were 
found on unimproved streets. 

Will Prove Quite a Revelation, 

The report will doubtless prove quite 
a revelation to taose who have been 
speculating on how many people. in

All of theSe 7,898, or nearly 8,000, 
homes are not only without water, 
but are without sewers. for where

In his desire to 
do so, he hag offered various posi- 
tions in that office to various men, 
and Ras so excited wrath in the west, 
that five United States senators have 
warned President Taft that the fate | 
of the republican party is sealed un-_- 
less Ballinger is told to cease siv- | 
ing comfort to the ruthless water | 
pewer trust. 

Ballinger threw open valuable pub. 
lic lands which his predecessor, James | 
R. Garfield, had caused to be with- | 
drawn, so that the rights they held > 
should be saved to the people. But, 
it is set down as a fact that Secretary 
Ballinger has plunged himself into 
the hottest row he was ever em- 
broiled in and when it is all over 
there will be yawning vacancies in 
high places for the men involved are 
Ballinger, Secretary James Wilson, of 
the department of agriculture; Gif- 
ford Pinchot, national forester, and 
Director Frederick N. Newell, of the 
reclamation service, . 

Some of them must go. Ballinger 
has sworn that he wiI!ll get the scalp 
of Newell if he doesn’t do anything 
else during his term as secretary of 
the interior: Pinchot has thrown the 
gage of battle to Ballinger, and in 
a ringing speech before the national 
irrigation congress pledged himself 
to fight for Roosevelt's conservation 
policies to the end and his venerable 
chief. Secretary Wilson has been 
drawn into the fight by etanding 
‘with Pinchot. 


Question Before Taft. 

Will President Taft sacrifice these 
three proven men and faithful pub- 
iic servants to appease the wrath and 
pettiness of one small one who has 
not as yet been proven a faithful 
servant. Not having as vet lost all 
faith in the man of the white house, 
I venture the prediction that he will 
be too far-sighted to make any such 
unequal trade. 

And yet word has been received 
from Beverly that the president will 
stand with his secretary of the in- 
terior in the controversy, even though 
he must know that Ballinger has 
promised positions to political adher- 
ents and has pledged himself to the 
ousting of the man who is called the 
“Father of Reclamation,” and whose 
efforts have wrenched a million of 
now lush and fecund acres from the 
sun-bitten deserts and transformed 
them into model towns and into the 
richest farms the world has ever 
seen. 


Water Power Trust Active. 


The agents of the water power 
trust were in Washington two weeks 
prior to the releasing of these lands, 
and the intimation is made that they 
knew Mr. Ballinger would lay these 
rich prices at their feet. The sites 
were seized as soon as entry could be 
made, and the evil work had been 
done. : 

Within seventy-two hours of the 
signing of the leases excited western 
senators were at the white house de- 
manding a hearing with President 
Taft. 

“Mr. President,” said the spokesman 
of the party, “I want to say to you 
that the actions of the secretary of the 
interior have already cost our party 
the votes of ten western states. If 
you don’t force him to stop the fight 
he is making against the reclamation 
and the forest services the democrats 
will carry every state west of the Mis- 
sissippi four years hence, 

“He has thrown open to public entry 
hundreds of thousands of acres of land 
and they have been gobbled up by the 
water power trust. The people are up 
in arms. Thig looks as though the 
eoncentration policy was to be at- 
tacked and overthrown, and because 
of the unrighteous acts the people have 
already suffered an almost irreparable 
loss.” 

In almost those words the president 
was informed that there was trouble 
brewing, and thet the time had arrived 
for him to step in and make good the 
implied pledge that the work started 
by Theodore Roosevelt for the preser- 
vation of the great natural resgucces 
of the land would eontinue. 

And Mr. Taft promised that he would 
look into the matter and would have a 
talk with the secretary. He did; but 
deapite. that fact, Ballinger did not 
draw the precious power __ site 
lands until after the trust had ac- 
auired what it wished.

Roosevelt’s Conservation Plans. 


When President Roosevelt placed be- 
fore the world the policy of conserv- 
ing for future generations the four 
reat natural assets, inland waters, 
the soil, the forests and the minerals, 
all students of economics placed as of 
first importance the inland waters. On 
their steady flow, and through the har- 
nessing of their leashed energy, the 
life and prosperity of the people de- 
pends. It was apparent that when 
men realized the wealth that les 
within the control of the waterways 
the money kings would turn their at- 
tention to the securing of them. 

Roosevelt and his clean and honest 
young secretary of the interior, James 
R. Garfield, believed that the vast 
gxift should be saved for the all and 
not to be allowed to go to the few. 
They planned with Newell and with 
National Forester Pinchot and with 
Secretary W. J. McGee, of the inland 
waterways commission, to  £4preserve 
the waters for the people. To that 
end there was withdrawn some thou- 
sands of acres of public lands, 

But while they planned, the water 
power monopoly was working. Its 
agents were watching for water power 
sites, which once secured could . be 
used to extort tolls from every man 
along the river lines so controlled if 
that man desires either water or 
power for the upbuilding of his farm 
or his business. 

It’s only a question of years when 
water power will succeed steam. It 
will run the railroads and the mills; 
everything, in fact. Millions of horse 
power of electrical energy, generated 
by the rush of mountain torrents, will 
be sent on wires to all points. And 
these cormorants of money who look 
into the future -while duller-witted 
and honester men are content with the 
plenty of the present knew of the 
vastness of their gaing if they could 
control the western streams.

the charges made about her by Mrs 
Hanson that Mrs. McVickar today made 
a public statement at her home, 471

“The statements made by Mrs. Han-

Received Letter from Mrs. Hanson.

In a recent article in The Covington 
Enterprise, Professor Harry H. Stone, 
of Emory college, makes some valu- 
able good roads suggestions. Profes- 
sOr Stone’s article in part fol- 
lows: 

“Everything which goes to improve 
our roads should be of interest.to us, 
whether it concern the work done to 
the entire system of roads of our coun- 
ty or the best method of filling a mud 
hole. 

“No matter what plan may be adopt- 
ed for the improvement of the roads 
of our county or what means may be 
employed it will necessarily be a slow 
process, and many rodds must remain 
without permanent grade for da long 
time. 

“These can be shaped up by the road 
machines, and be thus very greatly im- 
proved while awaiting their turn for 
permanent grade; but the road ma- 
chines are few when compared to the 
mileage of the roadways, and it. must 
needs be a long time between the visits 
of the .road machine, while rdins and 
frosts are frequent and the cutting of 
the iron-tired wheel is constant. 

“The mud and dust of our roads are 
due largely to the cutting away and 
pulverizing by passing wheels and 
hoofs of the edges of ridges and ruts 
and hoof trawks left by passing vehi- 
cles and animals, which would not 
have been made had the roadway been 
hard and smooth.

The Split-Log Drag. 

“Among the various plans suggested 
none strike the writer so’ forcibly as 
the frequent use of the split-log drag. 
This is no theory, nor is it a mere 
experiment. It’s demonstrated useful- 
ness and efficiency has caused its use 
on the earth roads in almost every 
state of the union, and in manwv for- 
eign lands. 

The split-log drag is shaped some- 
thing like the frame used;on wagons 
when hauling wood, and when dragged 
on the road the half-logs, or sides, 
swing back-and across the road at an 
angle of 45 degrees with the wheel 
tracks. ‘ 

“To make a ‘split-log drag’ you se- 
lect a log of 10 or 12 inéhes in diame- 
ter and 7 feet long, of some hard, 
tough. wood, and carefully split: the 
same.in half. Then with a 2-inch auger 
carefully bore’ a hole 22 inches from 
the ditch end of the half-log,. which 
is to run in front, a. second hole 4 
inches from the other end, and a third 
hole mjdway between these two. Bore 
a hole 6 inches from the ditch end ‘of 
the half-log, which. is. to run behind, 
a second hole 20 inches from the other 
end and a third hole midway between 
the other two. o 3 ~ 

Three saplings about’ 2% or 3 inches 
in diameter are cut about forty-five 
inches long and their .ends shaved 
down with a hatchet or drawing knife, 
so as to fit tightly into the Noles al- 
ready bored and the ends wedged so as 
to hold the two half-logs, 30 inches 
apart, each one resting on its edge 
with the flat split face in an upright 
position perpendicular to the road sur- 
face.

An iron or steel plate 4 inches wide, 
% of an inch thick and ‘40 inches long 
should be attached by boltsto the ditch 
end of the half-log which runs in 
front—the heads of the bolts being 
counter sunk in the iron plate and the 
bottom edge of the front end of the 
plate being 44-inch lower. than the bot- 
tom edge of the half-log, the edge of 
the back edge of the plate being flush 
with the edge of the log. The lower 
edge of the iron plate should be sloped 


| forward at an angle like the blade of a 
carpenter's plane, 


by either wedging 
it with. a triangular-shaped strip be- 
hind it or else slightly cupping it. The 
drag is pulled by an ordinary trace 
chain—one and a half chains: being 
ordinarily sufficient. One end of the 
chain passes through a hole in the 
ditch end of the front half-log, while 
the other end passes over the top edge 
of the back end of the sgme half-log 
and is wrapped around and fastened to 
the rear stake connecting the two half- 
logs. The elevation of the back end 
of the chain serves the double purpose 
of holding the half-log down to the 
road surface and of allowing the dirt 
to easily slide back along its face. Two 
10-inch planks 5 feet long are fastened 
together about 2 inches apart to allow 
dirt to pass through the cracks, by 
three cleats and are laid along the 
cross stakes. Theée cleats fit against 
the cross stakes to prevent the sliding 
of the planks. On this platform the 
driver stands and by walking back 
and forth on it regulates the cutting 
of the blade and the depositing of the 
earth which has been scraped up. 

The length of the chain will de- 
termine the depth of the cutting of the 
drag—a long hitch causing it to cut 
deeper than a short hitch. 

The drag is ordinarily pulled by two 
mules, one walking on either side of 
a wheel trackway of the road—the 
iron-shod end of the drag being next 
the ditch. 

A mistake the; is frequently made 
is that of constructing the drag so 
that it is too heavy. It should not be 
so heavy but that one man can turn 
it over and lift it easily. The. weight 
of the driver adds much to the effi- 
ciency of the dtag since it can be 
readily shifted from end to end of the 
drag as needed. 

When to Use. 

“Pogsibly the best time to use the 
split log drag is when the earth is 
moist, but not sticky. If there are 
many ruts or mud holes, it would he 
well to use the drag when the surface 
is decidedly soft—even slushy. ~. Care 
mus¢ be taken that the roadway shall 
not be too much rounded up. 

“Where this condition of roadbed ex- 
ists, it can be greatly helped by run- 
ning the split log drag ‘so as to throw 
the dirt away from the center toward 
the sides of the roadway. The «grass 
and weeds growing on either side of 
the ariveway between the trackway 


(and the ditch frequently prevent the 


rainfall running off the roadway into 
the ditches, making the water run 
down the roadway, where it does not 
belong, thereby causing ruts and holes 
to be quickty washed out. The fre- 
quent use of the split log drag keeps 
down the growt} of weeds and grass 
oh the roadside as well as fills the ruts 
and smooths ‘down the ridges. 

If the farmers living along any road 
woulg some: rainy day construct each 
for himeelf out of materiale growing 
on his place a split log drag and then 
use it on the public road running 
through his farm for a few hours 
whenever it rains and it is too wet to 
plow, We would see a transformation 
in the earth roads throughout our

If the city of Collins, a prosperous 
little community down in Tattnall 
county, conforms strictly to her new 
charter limits, as set forth in an act 
passed at the recent session of the 
general assembly, the indications are 
that it will take an airship to survey 
the town. 

It is declared in the act—and no- 
body seems to have discovered the dec- 
laration until after the bill had been 
passed and the general assembly had 
adjourned—that the new east and west 
limits of Collins shall be “perpendicu- 
lar’ to the Seaboard Air Line railroad, 
while the north and south lines are to 
be ‘“‘perpendicular” to Main _ street, 
which runs through the center of the 
little city. 

If the langugage of the act were 
strictly followed, it would seem that 
Collins would be tin the form of a 
cross whose arms are the width of 
the Seaboard Air Line and Main street 
respectively, and rising half a mile 
into the air. 

It is a case wherein to get the city 
of Collins back to earth, the legisla- 
tive “Intent” will have to be con- 
strued quite liberally. 

But here is what section of the 
act amending the charter of the city 
of Collins, just as the legislature en- 
acted it, says: 

“Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid. That the center of

and destructien to railroads, corpora- 
tions and niggers, and promised port 
rates and many drastic reforms. From 
that time on through 1905 and down 
to the primary in August, 1906, up and 
down the state and from one side to 
the other, he led thousands to believe 
that the people were being robbed of 
millions of money annually by the 
railroads in excessive freight rates, 
‘that the corporations were running the 
state government, and that there had 
not been a competent governor or clean 
administration of state affairs in long 
years. 

“This kind of politics, as before 
stated, was something new in Georgia, 
,and the people were knocked off their 
}feet by the brillianey and audacity of 
the reform candidate. Voters flocked 
to his standard from the corners and 
hamlets, from the shops and fields,

August 21.—(Spe- 
cial)—The reunion of the Paulk family, 
which was celebrated at a basket 
picnic at Brushv creek, 3 miles south of 
Ocilla, Wednesday, August 18, was the 
most notable gathering held in irwin 
county in years. , 

Until the year 1890 practically the 
history of Irwin cousty was the his- 
tory of the Paulk family and the fami- 
lies related to it by blood or marriage, 
namely: the Hendersons, PDorminhys, 

letehers, McMillans, Vickers, Clements 
and Tuekers. More than two thousand 
people accepted the invitation gent out 
several weeks ago by the committee on 
arrangementa, inviting every member 
of the Paulk family, related either by 
blood or marriage, to be present at 
this, the first reunion of the Paulk 
family. Nearly all of the large erowd 
gathered claimed a kinship to this 
noted and interesting family, ° 
“ Immediately after the greetings of 
relatives, many of whom had not met 
in a quarter of a century, the pro- 
gram as arranged by the committee 
was given in the church. O14-time 
songs, led by John Luke and John 
Paulk were sung, and feliowing the in- 
vecation by Rev. Sutton, the opening 
address was made by James L. Paulk, 
of Ocilla, in which he paid a, touching 
tribute to the Brushy Creek church, 
the home of his forefathers and sacred 
to him and his generation for this rea- 
son. Elder W. H. Harden, chaplain of 
the Natnonal Blue and Gray Organiza- 
tion, was a striking figure in his gray 
confederate uniform, and, altheugh 
feeble from age and ill-health, gave a 
strong address. Rev. W. J. Barton, of 
Ocitlila, closed the program after the 
“heart to heart talks” by members of 
the family. The feature of the pro- 
gram was the family history and com- 
plete roster of the Paulk family from 
the first settler in Irwin county down 
to the youngest member of this gen- 
ération as given by Hon. M. Hender- 
son, or “Cousin Nas” as he was intro- 
duced by James L. Paulk. The follow- 
ing is a brief extract from this his- 
tory as given by Mr. Henderson. ~ 

History of Paulk Family. 

The first man and woman of the 
Paulk name who emigrated ta Irwin 
county came before the Indians ceased 
to roam through the wild woods of the 
|new country. Micajah C. Paulk and 
wife, who was Mary Young before her 
marriage to Mr. Paulk, came to Irwin 
county from Laurens county early in 
the nineteenth century, one hundred 
years ago, settling on the western 
banks of the Willacoochee creek, 4 
miles north of Brushy creek, where 
they resided for several years. After 
a time the old gentleman bought what 
was known atthat time the *“Town- 
send” plantation, farthent south on the 
eastern side of the same stream, to 
which the family moved and where the 
old couple lived the balance of their 
lives, Mr, Paulk dying in 1847, at the 
age of 75. years, and his wife following 
him the next year, 1848, at the age of 
70. They were buried at their home, 
jand their graves are marked by sub-

This first couple raised a family of 
thirteen children, eight sons and five 
daughters, all of whom reached ma- 
jority, and all but one were blessed 
With offspring. All became respected 
citizens. Jacob Paulk, the oldest, was 
@ remarkable man, noted for persever- 
ing industry and a charitable disposi- 
tion. He died at the age of 88, and the 
old log homestead in which he lived 
is still standing. 


Left Hundreds of Descendants. 


Among the daughters, Beeca, who 
married, first, Jesse and then Elihu 
Viekers, seems to be particularly re- 
membered. She was full of energy, 
and posgesseq of much business sa- 
gacity during her years of widowhood, 
conducting her farm and personally 
Jooking after her farm interests. She 
died at the age of 75, and left 106 liv- 
ing grandchildren and 126 great- 
grandchildren. 

Another weill-remembered 
of this family, though of the third 
generation, was Mrs. Mary Whitley, 
known as Aunt Peg. Aside from other 
beautiful traits, she was an excellent 
fireside preacher. and was ever ready 
with couneil ang spiritual advice and 
consolation. She died of old age. 

In their religion, this family in the 
second and third generations were 
Primitive Baptists. Many of them 
were members of that denomination, 
and those who made no open profes- 
sion were inclined to that creed. 

Among some Of the most prominent 
members of this church’ (Brushy 
Creek) in its early days, from 1836 to 
1875, may be mentioned Jacob Paulk 
and wife, George Paulk and wife, 
James Paulk and wife, Wiley Whitley 
and wife (Aunt Peg), John B. Dorminy 
and wife, and Elder Richard Tucker, 
the latter being minister and one of 
the members in the institution of the 
church in 1831. . 

In his research for history of the 
Paulk family, Mr. Henderson found in 
Coffee county an old negro called 
“Knock Kneed” or “Stuttering Bill,” 
whe claimed to he an ex-slave, and 92 
years old. He gaid that he and ten 
other colored people belonged to this 
old gentleman, who first settled in Ir- 
win county; that he gasiated in nur- 
sing his old master during his last 
Sickness and death, and spoke of him 
as being kind in disposition and gen- 
erous to his neighbors. He also stated 
that at one time Mr. Paulk had a 
visit from a half-brother, “Sam,” but 
did not know where he came from, or 
even if his name was Paulk. He only 
knew he was recognized as his half- 
brother. There is no record of any 
other near relative of this name.

THREE SCHOLARSHIPS 
OFFERED FOR HARVARD 


H. W. Atkinson Receives No- 
tice of the Necessary 
Conditions. 


An exceptional opportunity for 
southern students to secure a scholar- 
ship at Harvard university is de- 
scribed in a letter recently received 
by H. M. Atkinson, from the Harvard 
Alumni Association, of Boston. Mr. At- 
kinson is vice president for the south- 
ern division of the Associated Har- 
vard Clubs df America. and as such 
is interested in placing before the 
young men of Georgia and neighbor- 
ing states the advantages contained 
in this offer of the university. 

Harvard university has received 
from the widow of James A. Rumrill, 
of Springfield, Mass., the sum of $15.- 
000, to establish three scholarships 
for students from Georgia, Florida, 
North or South QGarolina, Virginia, 
Kentucky or Tennessee. These schol- 
arships are in memory of Mr. Rum- 
rill, ang are to be known as the Rum- 
rill scholarships. 

Two of these seholarships, of $225 
each. will be offered every year to 
properly qualified students in their 
first vear of residence as undergrad- 
uates in Harvard college, who enter 
Harvard from secondary schools in 
the states named. 

One scholarship of $225 will be of- 
fered each year to a properly qual- 
ified graduate of a college or univer- 
sity in the state mentioned who de- 
sires to pursue his studies in one of 
the graduate departments of Harvard. 

In the assignment of the undergrad- 
is to 
be given to the qualities of manliness, 
leadership and well-rounded develop- 
ment, as well as the scholarly at- 
tainments of the candidates, as shown 
by their school records or their rec- 
ords in the admission examination:, 
or both. Al]] three scholarships will 
be assigned about September 15, and 
applications should be in the hands of 
the secretary not later than Septem- 
ber 1. 

The selection of the ineumbent fer 
the graduate or professional] scholar- 
ship will be made by the appropriate 
authorities of Harvard, acting in con- 
sultation with the authorities of the 
institutions fron. which the candi- 
dates come. Applicdtions should ~be 
accompanied by copy of his college 
record and testimonials concerning his 
character and ability from teachers 
and others.

Old Privileges Denied. 

Mrs. Thaw said not only that the 
comforts accorded her son when he 
wes firat sent to the asylum were not 
restored after his recent return, but 


that he: had been lately denied privi- | 


leges he enjoyed’ for 
months he was

pital. Mrs. Thaw said, when asked the 
Tes@ason for the discontinuance of 
privileges to Thaw. answered that 
whet had been done for him was not 
appreciated. 

Mrs. Thaw said: 

“Even the privilege is denied me of 
giving my son the whites of eggs and 
Orange juice prescribed for him by his 
Own and my physicians, and which 
heretofore I have given him each 
afternoon when I made my visit. 

“For the first time in these eighteen 
months they have denied hin the priv- 
ilege of playing t piano. 

“He is still locK™*. up i ‘the bare 
cell, which I described in ¢ *%t, at 8 
o'clock, although other patients some 
©f whom do not work, are allowed to 
remain up til! 9 o'clock. 

Nothing to Eat. 

“Yesterday my son had »nothing 
whatever to eat from 6:15 a. m. to 5:45 
Pp. m.. because a lawver came to see 
him at noon dinner hour. Even tke 
keepers wished to get him something 
to eat. but Dr. Baker gave special or- 
ders that they should give him nothing 
ayring this eleven and a half hours of 
starvation. We inquired of Dr. Lamb 
the reason for the deprivations. He 
answered that what the; had done was 
‘not appreciated much when we went 
to eourt.’ To this Harry replied: 

“*Dr.' Lamb. I treated both you and 
Dr. Baker much better in court than 
you deserved, as vou know, when tes- 
tifying. So this must be revenge for 
what my mother said.’ Dr. Lamb made 
no denial. We asked Dr. Lamb more 
than once if he had any further reason 
except revenge toward me and the de- 
sire to enfeeble my son’s health so 
that he would not be able to testify 
next time as he had done when op- 
posed to Mr. Jerome at the late hear- 
ing. Dr. Lamb could give no reason 
for this infamous conduct.” 

Lamb Makes Statement. 

Superintendent Lamb, of the Mat- 

teawan asylum, said today, concern- 
ine Thaw’s treatment at the hos- 
pital: 
'“When all arguments are made, the 
question remaining for fina!  settle- 
ment is, shall Harry K. Thaw submit 
to the same treatment and accept the 
game privileges as are accorded al! 
other patients at the Matteawan state 
hospital, or shall he have all changed 
so as to suit his peculiar wishes? 

“At no time during his residence in 
the hospital has he suffered any priva- 
tion whatever. In fact, every time 
Mr. Thaw has left this institution to 
take up temporary jail residences, and 
there, in a measure, follow his own 
rules and inclizations, he has lost 
weight only to regain it directly on 
his return to our care. 

Mrs. Thaw’s Privileges. 

“The visiting privileges to Mrs. 
Thaw have been more liberal than she 
could gain ih any other state institu- 
tion that I know of. Yt 1s to be re- 
gretted that differences 
but the medical officers here can 
scarcely concede to any patient the 
sole right of prescribing for himeelf 
his own medicine, diet and rules of 
-eonduct. It is for lack of reason and 
juggment that Thaw is here. It is for 
lack of reason and judgment that. he 
makes no effort to adjust~himself to 
conditions, which are by no means 
unfelr or unjust.”

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Map of Chattanooga and Env’rons, Showing 
Property to Be Purchased. by State for Tterminal Purposes Just 
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Location of Property of State of Georgia ir Center of City and 


Outside the City. 
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Chattanooga, Tenn., August 
(Special.)\—Above is a map of the city 
of Chattanooga, with markings show- 
ing the union station, owned by the 
Western and Atlantic and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
ways: the yards adjoining the station, 
owned in’ fee simple by the state of 
Georgia, leased fifty-five years ago to 
the Western and Atlantic, and subse- 
quently sub-leased to the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, and the 
land recently authorized by the Geor- 
gia legislature to be purchased for the 
new Western and Atlantic yards, 
shown in the shaded part of the draw- 
ing in the upper right-hand of the cut. 

The shaded part of the union depot 
property and city terminals in the cen- 
ter of the city marks the limits of the 
state of Georgia’s property in the 
heart of Chattanooga, extending in al- 
most a straight line On the east of 
Market street three blocks from 
Ninth street to the Western and At- 
lantic right-of-way. ' 

This' whole plot was purchased by 
the state of Georgia from old settlers 
fifty-five years ago, or ,thereabouts, 
and with the land went the right to 
cut down trees 60 feet on either side 
of it. The 50 feet on the east side, then 
a wildwood, is now Market street, and 
the 50 feet on the north side, then @ 
little more than a country road, is 
Ninth’ street. Today Market and 
Ninth streets are the principal business 
thoroughfares in Chattanooga, and 
Ninth and Market run together and 
form the city’s most prominent corner, 
just as Whitehall and Marietta do In 
Atlanta. 


Bleek Owned by the State. 


All this whole block, bounded on 
the north, by Ninth, on the east by 
Market and on the south and west by 
the circular Western and Atlantic 
tracks, is owned by the state ef Geor- 
gia in fee simple, and used asthe 
yards of the Western and Atlantic 
and the Nashville, Chattanooga’ and 
St. Louis. 2 

Broad street, paralleling Market, but 
one block nearer the union @epot, is 
the other one of the three prominent 
business streets in Chattanooga, Mar- 
ket and Ninth being the others. Broad 
street stops at the south where it 
runs into Ninth street. And it stops 
here because the Western and Atlan- 
tic yards, ahove described, are in the 
way. If this street were extended 
southward, it would border the union 
station on its east wall and then pass 
Southward through the Western and 
Atlantic. yards the .distance .of two 
blocks. Fleventh street which at 
present has its western terminus. on 
the east side of the segment, would 
extend westward and meet Broad 
street at.the end of the two Blocks 
extension mentioned. Thus there 
would be three new blocks of city 
atreeta created, right in the heart of 
Chattanooga. , 

This land, now used, or. once used, 


as yards, and now closed up because 
Broad street has not been extended, 
is worth at the lowest possible esti- 
mate $4;000,000. But, because the only 
way to reach it is by way of a grade 
crossing at Market street, as shown 
on the map, it is practically useless. A 
whole train of cars is standing there 
now, right where they were fourteen 
months ago. And yet this land is 
practically useless for freight and 
shipping purposes, being valuable only 
because.of the union station's location 
thereon. 

In fact, the grade crossing at Mar- 
ket street caused So much trouble that 
the Western and Atlantic and the N., 
Cc. & St. L. abandoned the yards for 
switching purposes and constructed 
new ones at the base of Lookout 
mountain. 

Preperty Practically Useless. 

Thus it will be seen thai the West- 
ern and Atlantic, out of this four- 
million-dollar tract, gets no profit ex- 
cept that derived from the union sta- 
tion, which it: would still get if Broad 
street were opened and the present 
useless yards were converted into 
business blocks. 

In the center of the map is a circle, 
every point of which is a mile from 
the center, which represents the cen- 
ter of ‘the city, and which happens to 
be none other than the Western and 
Atlantic station and useless yards. 
Each of the other and larger circles 
isia mile from ‘he first circle, and 
from one anoth@, etc. 

Follow the Wéstern and Atlantic 
and the C., N., O. & T. P. railways out 
through the first and second circles, 
and there, two and a third miles from 
the heart of the city, will be found 
the beginning of the land plots au- 
thorized to be purchased by the recent 
bill in*«the Georgia legislature. The 
shaded part shows a triangular plot. 
This borders on-the Western and At- 
lantic right of way, and is part’ of 
the proposed new yards. It contains 
171-22 acres. Immediately northward 
are two neafly square plots, also 
shaded, containing 30 and 40 acres, re- 
spectively. These three plots contain, 
together, 871-2 acres, and hereon it 
is proposed to construct the new West- 
ern ‘and Atlantic yards. The options 
recently given on them in favor of 
the governor of Georgia call for an 
aggregate purchase price of $69,000, 
which sum the Georgia legislature re- 
cently appropriated. These options 
were secured, at the request of. Gov- 
érrnor Brown, by Paul B. Trammell, of 
Palton, ang Frank T. Reynolds, secre- 
tary of the chamber of commerce of 
Chattanooga, and formerly of Dalton. 

State Closes on Optiens. 

The option on the !7-acre tract ex- 
pired Atsgust 20; that of the 30-acre 
tract expires on August 23, and that 
of the 40-acre tract on September 7; 
but the property owners have already 
been legally notified of Georgia’s clos- 
ing the trede.

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switching facilities on this ground 
two and a third miles away from the 
union station, the Western and At- 
lantic would Save thousands of dollars 
annually. 

From the point where the Western 
and Atlantic crosses Missionary ridge 
every train entering Chattanooga by 
that road must enter Chattanooga and 
depart through that gap in the’ ridge. 

Suppose the Western and Atlantic 
brings in a trainload of freight for 
the Cinccinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific. It must be hauled 
through this gap, ten miles over the 
city to the yards at Lookout mountain, 
to be switched. and then the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
must haul it over the same ten miles 
again to get it northward out of the 
city. Now, it will be seen by the map 
that the site of the proposed new 
yards is just a mile from this gap, If 
the new vards were constructed. the 
Western and Atlantic would Save 
hauling its freight twenty miles to 
switch it and earry it out of the city, 
and would save ten miles if it was 
) desired to turn the freight over to the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Pacific. 

Splendid Business Property. 

The Ninth and Market street sides 
of the Union station and. yards in the 
center of the city are used as busi- 
ness sites. Every inch of-the ground 
bordering on these two streets is oc- 
cupied by buildings, which are the 
most centrally located and the 
desirable points, commercially, in 
Chattanooga. But the other two sides 
of this block. which could be convert- 
ed into business sites if Broad and 
Eleventh streets were opened, would 
be more advantageous still, because 
the street extensions would be new and 
wide, and the houses would -be newly 
constructed according to the needs of 
prospective tenants. " 

Market street connects north 
south Chattanooga, but for a mile on 
either side, south of Ninth, the terri- 
tory is honeycombed with railroad 
tracks which forbid the running of 
any other parallel. street. But if 
Broad street were opened, it would ex- 
tend southward either to Main, which 
runs from the ridge to the river, or 
to Cowart, which extends southwest- 
erly to Main. Of the Broad street pro- 
posed extension. however, only two 
blocks would bé available for business 
purposes, because at the Eleventh 
street intersection a long = viaduct 
would have to be constructed. over the 
Chattanooga, New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific lines to Cowart or Main, 
whichever might be selected for the 
southegn terminus of Broad. The 
Western and Atlargtic yards, however, 
take up these two blocks avaliable for 
business purposes. 

When the committee from the Geom 
Kia legislature was in Chattanooga, 
July 24, inspecting the ‘sites for the 
proposed new yards, C. E. James, a 
local capitalist and many times a.mil- 
lionaire, made a proposition for tak- 
ing a long term lease on that part of 
the Western and Atlantic yards which 
is how useless, but which would be 
available for business purposes in the 
event of the Broad street extension. 
Mr. James said he would pay an- 
nually 4 per cent interest on a four 
million dollar valuation; or, in othe 
words, that he would give the state 
of Georgia $160,000 a year for ground 
renta]. Mr. James stands ready and 
anxious to reduce this offer to the 
form of a written contract. He frank- 
ly admits: $160,000 annually would be 
small rental. and that he would make 
an exorbitant profit on his deal by 
constructing business houses and rent- 
ing them out. 

Would Benefit the Lessee. 

Since Georgia has. - appropriated 
money to buy the new ydrds, only one 
hitch remains in the way of opening 
Broad street. The Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis lease on the West- 
ern and Atlantic road, which includes 
the yards in the heart of Chattanooga, 
does not expire until 1920, and-~ the 
consent of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louls would be necessary. 

But since the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Leuis operates the Western 
and Atlantic..Mr. James reasons that 
that road should agree to the imme- 
diate abandonment of the uptown 
yards, the leasing of them to himself 
or someone else, and the construction 
of new switching yards on the _ site 
tor which the Georgia legislature re- 


}cently appropriated tho purchase price.

Above is a true picture of the heart 
of Chattanooga, with an artist's view 
of the way Broad street would look 
if opened up through the Western and 
Atlantic yards. It was taken from 
the top of the James building, the 
camera being pointed southward. 

The narrow portion of the street in 
the center of the picture represents 
that portion of Broad street which 
would be open for business. The street 
running toward the Patten hotel rep- 
résents the extension of Eleventh 
street, which would also be made. 
These are the two new business streets 
that would be opened. Beginning at 
Eleventh street is seen the viaduct 
whioh would connect Broad street 
with South Chattanooga, and  un- 
doubtedly. make it the leading

Just southward of the Read house, 
and to the right of the beginning of 
the Broad street proposed extension, 
is seen the long, round topped roof of 
the Western and Atlantic union Sta- 
tion. To the east of Broad street ex- 
tension is seen one railroad track cov- 
ered with trains.. It is \proposed to 
leave this one track between the pres- 
ent Market street ahd the -proposed 
Broad ‘street, for the accommodation 
of merchants and shippers who would 
hasten to occupy the erritory made 
available by the opening of Broad: 
’  Broaa street, as it now exists,

one of the three equally important 
main business streets of Chattanooga. 
If it were extended two biocks on @ 
level, and the remainder of the way 
southward by viaduct, then, as every 
merchant, capitalist and shipper 
agrees, it would necessarily assume 
the rank of Chattanooga's first busi- 
ness thoroughfare. 

And the state of Georgia and 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad have it in their power te 
open up this street, and thereby not 
only advandée the interest of Chatta- 
nooga, but, at the same time, make 
an annual rental of not less than 
$160,000 for themselves. After 1920, of 
course, this rental would all accrue to 
the state of Georgia, since the rali- 
road’s interest in the land expires at 
that time. Just now this land is

the proceeds of the enormous rent 
that could easily be derived from the 
present yards if Broad street were 
opened. 

The state of Georgia, since it owns 
the present yards in fee simple, could 
opeu Broad street of its own accord, 
just as any private citien can open @ 
street through his property, after the 
lease to the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis expires in 1920. If Geor- 
gia desires to open the street before 
that time. the consent of the lessee, 
the Nashville.

Of course there is no dispute 
about the fact that it is better to buy 
right up in town, something already 
rented at high speed or a long lease. 
But we find that the pesky fellows who 
hold title to the nice little up-town 
investments are disposed to hold on to 
them. Instead of talking about selling 
they usually are in the market for 
more just like the ones they already 
own, 


THE semi-central game is the game 

to play for best returns. If you can- 
not afford to tie up money at 2 per 
cent (about the best you can do right 
up town), go a little further out and 
trust to the city’s growing on you. 
Blessed if it isn’t a weary game wait- 
ing for a gilt-edge corner to be forced 
on the market. Even the panic didn’t 
turn up but a few pieces of rent- 
paying central property, and all of 
them sold readily at higher figures 
than they ever would have brought at 
any previous time. 


JUST as all the investors cannot get 

right in the center of the city, so 
all the tenants cannot get there. Good 
rents can be obtained out a little 
farther—the scale of rent on business 
Streets is now equal to what It was a 
few years ago 5 or 6 blocks nearer in. 
To express it.in another way, the zone 
of rents at a fixed rate has expanded 
several blocks in recent years. This 
takes place in any growing city with 
constantly increasing population. On 
certain streets you will notice that ten- 
ants move out a block or two farther 
every few years, seeking a location at 
a certain rate. 


THESE features of real estate come 

very near to being mathematical in 
their certainty. A trained observer 
who watches the growth of cities and 
the trend of real estate values can al- 
most see the line of values expanding 
outwardly from the center. Take a 
price of $200 a front foot as a basis, 
just for illustration. You have to go 
much further out now to hit $200 a 
front foot land than you did-a few 
years ago. The Une does not run out 
uniformlv from center like a circle, 
but in certain places shoots away out 
yonder. On Peachtree street, for In- 
stance, the $200 a foot line has trayv- 
eled out quite a distance, and on the 
jump all the time. These lines of 
equal values, if laid out on a city map, 
would look something like the level 
lines on a topographical map. 


NO, whenever the real estate man ob- 

serves the $200 a foot line (for fllus- 
tration) veering in pretty close to 
center he begins to take notice, and 
advises his customers to buy. In two 
or three places in Atlanta present 
prices are out of proportion to location, 
and in these low spots is the oppor- 
tunity to plant some money where it 
will grow. We have planted some for 
people in similar situations, and it has 
grown. Atlanta semi-central real es- 
tate hag earned more money for its 
buyers than any other form of invest- 
ment. 


SOMETIMES we get a graphic illus- 

tration of these things in the sale of 
estates. The Duncan property fur- 
nishes a peculiarly striking case of 
real estate as compared with other in- 
vestments.

Montreal Bled for Millions 
of Dollars. 


Investigation Shows That Offi- 
cia] Places Have Been Bought 
and Sold---Gross Corruption 
in the Letting of the 
Contracts. 


Montreal, August 21.—-Testimony 
showing that the city of Montreal has 
lost millions of dollars in contract 
Work, and that official positions of all 
kinds have been bought and sold for 
years, has been brought out by the 
investigation into the city’s civil af- 
fairs begun by the provincial govern- 
ment several weeks ago. 

The investigation covered the ad- 
ministration of the police, fire and pub- 
lic works department, each of which 
is controlled by a committee of alder- 
men, with an administrative chief ap- 
pointed by the committee:

A 
man who swore that the total value 
of his plant was less than $100; that 
he kept no books and could produce 
no complete set of check stubs, was 
shown to have had contracts this year 
in excess of $500,000, which he farmed 
seein sub-contractors at a handsome 


Cost City $500,000. 

It is estimated that these transac- 
tions have cost the city from $250,000 
to $500,000 a year in one department 
alone. 

The investigation is not yet com- 
plete. It was begun at the instance of 
a citizens’ committee which raised 
the necessary funds and employea 
counsel to conduct their case. 

Partly as a result of the revelations 
of the investigation, and partly as a 
movement for civic reform generally, 
an election will be held here Septem- 
ber 20 on the question ‘of reducing the 
number of aldermen by one-half and 
of establishing a board of commission- 
ere to administer the city’s affairs sub- 
ject to the approval of the council.

He believes 
all the cotton that was not nearly 
made or matured when the unusual 
heat came, will not be worth anything 
to the farmer. 

“A good crop will be gathered.” he 
said, “but that unusually heavy crop 
of cotton in south and middle Georgia 
which was promised about August |! jis 
not now visible. Rust has done havoc 
and will do more, if the prevailing hot 
Winds press down upon the farms as 
they have during the past week. One 
not fully acquainted with the turn in 
the condition can hardly believe that 
4s much damage is done as that which 
Seems sure at the present. The farm- 
ers who thought they had the finest 
crops ever grown in our section are 
beginning to believe they will do well 
to get the average vield. All of them 
attribute the losses which wtll come 
to the heat ang the rust.’ 

The farmers in the immediate com- 
munity have dreaded the results of 
the hot spell, and have watched with 
a great deal of interest. The young, 
tender cotton plant, with its half- 
matured fruit, fails rapidly in such 
temperature as has existed, and the 
week has undoubtedly had its bad ef- 
fects.

Tt ig further. declared they have 
given no new light on the subject of 
epileptics and idiots, and as to the em- 
Ployment of patients in useful eccupa- 
tions, it should be remembcred they 
cannot be coerced. 

Repairs on Buildings. 

Respecting the condition ef buildings, 
the answer says: 

“The report may convey to some 
reader the erroneous impression that 
the buildings are neglected. A corps 
of carpenters, plumbers and tinners, 
contracted with by the year. are con- 
Stantly engaged under the supervision 
of the engineer, in the work of repair- 
ing. renovating and renewing. We 
cannot overtake the work, and never 
expect to overtake it until we are fur- 
mished with money sufficient to employ 
a large number of mechanics.’ 

Some details as to the buildings, 
many of which are very old. are then 
Siven to illustrate the extent of the 
work to be done. 

The exercise yards, it is said, are 
not shadeless as the report states. and 
they do furnish an abundance of fresh 
air. The walls are necessary, it is 
asserted, both for the safekeeping and 
privaey of the patients. Marble walks 
would not do. because in wet weather 
Patients would sit on the grass and 
ground, and be liable to contract fata] 
diseases. 

As to the necessity for the walls, 
the answer says many of the patients, 
“perhaps all of them at intervals, are 
totally deprived of reason; they cannot 
appreciate the virtues of modesty and 
decency, and are sometimes reckless 
in exposing their persons. even to 
nudity. Anyone can imagine what 
would oecur if such patients were con- 
fin in wire inclosures.” 

Regarding the Attendants. 

The answer considers that the defi- 
ciencies and delinquencies of «the at- 
tendants were “very much overstated 
in the report.” It is not considered 
credible that “on the witness stand 
they were untruthful.” While they 
may have been rehictant and em- 
barrassed, it is not believed they were 
guilty of intentiona] false swearing. 

“They are as fine a class of men as 
ean be secured at the wage which the 
annual appropriations to the sani- 
tatrium authorize,” states the answer. 
These wages are $20 and $25 per 
month. which is declared “inadequate 
for the services required of them.” 
They are, under the rules, subject to 
be discharged if they speak harshly to 
or commit: unnecessary violence upon 
a patient. 

“The records of the  sanitarium 
show that within the last two years 
six attendants have been discharged 
fer the mistreatment of patie: .. This 
fact is a sufficient refutation of the 
false assertion (not inthereport) that 
the officials of the sanitarium tolerate 
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soothing an 
applied ex of . ts' remarkablo 
healing powess hn at once.

The charges of Dr. Arrewood, of 
Atlanta, are pronounced false. ag 
shown by the evidence submitted to 
the commission. The commission, how- 
ever. in no instance sustained the 
charges made by Dr. Arrowood. 

Dunnington’s Charges. 

“It was shown by fncontrovertible 
proof,” gays the answer, “that Dun- 
nington, whe made a series of false 
charges against the institution, was a 
lunatic, a degenerate, and a most tur- 
bulent and troublesome patient while 
in the sanitarium, and that he not only 
promulgated atrocious falsehoods 
against the institutron himself, but 
that he induced and persuaded a fe- 
male patient to do tne same.” 

Lawson's statement, to say the least 
of it, is pronounced extremely doubt- 
ful. The answer defends Hawkins, 
whose nose is said to have been broken 
by one of the patients, as one of the 
oldest and best attendants of the in- 
stitution. 

“The chfrges of Arrowood and Dun- 
nington are the sole causes of the ap- 
pointment of the commission, and of 
the prosecution of this investigation. 
The charges of Arrowood were shown 
to be false in tote, and the charges of 
Dunnington were shown to be false 
in every essential particular. 
All of the charges made by 
them were made for the malignant 
purpose of bringing officers of the 
Sanitarium into disrepute and to pro- 
duce the impression that they were 
brutal in character and habits and al- 
together indifferent to the welfare of 
the patients under their care.” 

“That a few instances of misconduct 
occur is unavoidable; that more do not 
occur is marvelous. There was not a 
secintilNla of proof offered to show that 
the superintendent or any one of his 
medical staff was negligent or derelict 
in the discharge of his duty. 

“The censure of the eommission 
falls upon the trustees only, and this 
is true, we presume, because the com- 
missioners have no experience in the 
management of such an institution.” 

Auditing of Accounts. 

The trustees make no objection what- 
ever’ to the suggestion of the annual 
auditing of the beoks by an audit 
company. But they state that the 
books are now audited every thirty 


jdays by a committee of five from the 


trustees, and that the claims are all] 
audited before they are paid. as well as 
afterwards. Purchases, except coun- 
try produce. are secured by com peti- 
tive bids. The treasurer and steward 
furnish ample bonds. Twenty-five 
cents is the largest error ever found in 
the books. 

Regarding the statement that a bal- 
ance Of $9,917.55 left over in 1906, 
should have been used for the erection 
of houses for tuberculosis patients, the 
answer says the commissioners 
failed to perceive that in the year 
following not only this sum, but 
$2,676.23 additional was censumed for 
expenses of patients and care of build- 
ings, leaving the institution in debt 
for that sum at the end of the year. If 
this money had been diverted to any 
ether than general purposés of the in- 
Stitution, it is stated,. the trustees 
could well have been eharged with 
dereliction. 

Replying to the statement: that the 
money expénded for a new dairy and 
Silos should have been used te erect 
buildings for tuberculosis patients, the 
trustees state that there is no bnpild- 
ing on the grounds more indispensable 
to the welfare of the patients than a 
dairy, milk being one of the necessary 
articles of their § diet. Besides, the 
money was not sufficient for the pur- 
pose. . : 

In further refutation of charges of 
neglect of the tuberculosis patients, 
the trustees give ‘the names of many 
well-known Georgians who were on 
the beard during the time this neglect 
is said to have gone on. Among these 
are .guch. men as Eugene Foster, of

‘WANTED—THE TRUTH ABOUT THE SANITARIUM. - 
No institution is of more general concern to the whole people then the 
state sanitarium for the care and treatment of the insane, at Milledgeville. 
‘here is no county in the state but has one or more patients among its 
——/|8,088 inmates—a fact which brings it closer to the people than the mere 
expendituré annually of approximately half a million dollars from the state 
treasury. | 
The state sanitarium is one institution, dulietete: which must be not 
enly well avd carefully managed, but ABSOLUTELY ABOVE SUSPICION. 
In response to this general and state-wide interest in this important in- 
stitution, The Constitution presents today in an elaborate article the details, 


tain charges made against the sanitarium and conditions thereat, and of 
the reply to that report made by its trustees—both the board and the. in- } 
vestigating committee being appointed by the last state administration. 

In these two statements -will be found the criticisms digected at the in- 
stitution by the investigating commission, with suggestions as to the reme- 
dies which should be applied, and, where conditions as cited by the com 
mission are not denied by the trustees, the reasons why the :atter have 
not already brough: about the reforms for which there is admitted need. 
The burden of responsibility for such conditions r* the sanitarium as 
admittedly need remedy is placed by the trustees upon the legislature, 
which, it is charged, has failed to make adequate appropriations for. the 
proper conduct of the institution. 

If it is found that all or a great measure of the , fault Hes here—in 
the fact that the sanitarium is allotted. but 34 cents per capita per diem 
for the support of its inmates, when it cannot be properly maintained for 
a less rate than 50 centa, as ts-suggested by the commission—then it may 
as well be realized at once that the state has got to meet the demand, 

That every adequate provision shall be made for the care and treatment 
of these unfortunates is a legislative duty which cannot be escaped. 

The Constitution does not make, nor has it made at any time, any charges 
against the state sanitarium. | 

It has, in the public interest and with every regard for the proprieties, 
called attention to certain charges which have been officially submitted to 
‘the legislature by a commission composed of able and reputable Georgians. 

The question is, are these charges true or are they untrue? 

This is the question to be determined by the legislative committee 
whose appointment was prompted by the report of that commission. 

The Constitution hopes the charges are not well founded; that where 
there is fault at all, it rests at least not upon the institution’s manage- 
ment. 

But to the extent that they are true or, on the other hand, unfounded, 
the facts should be made definitely and positively known, to the end that 
there may be correction, if needed, and if not, then—vindication. 

If it is shown that injustice has been done the trustees and officials of 
the sanitarium, no one will be more gratified or ,will more gladly publish 
it to the world than The Constitution. 

If it is shown that the whole burden of fault, to the extent that it 
admittedly exists, lies in inadequate legislative appropriations, no one will 
insist with more determination and persistence that this fault be remecied 
than The Constitution. 

What the state wants and what the legislative committee should get, 
is the truth about it: then correction where it is needed, if at all, and 
vindication and credit where they properly and justly belong. 

Taking the only reasonable view, the management of the institution itself 
could want no more or no less.

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GOOD ROADS OF EQUAL MUMENT WITH IRRIGATION. 


In outlHning a tentative program for great national internal improve- 
ments, the recent irrigation congress at Spokane debated the advisability 
of requesting the government to extend to the phase of highway construc: 
tion throughout the United States the same encouragement given to the 
important project of irrigation. 

Whether or not congress takes ultimate cognizance of this princ'ple, 
| there can be no question in the mind of an unbiased American that the 
‘a issues deserve equal rank and equal attention. 

No one will, of course, interpose objection to the policies that propose 
to restore the arid deserts of the westerm states to fertility by diverting 
water courses and building great reservoirs. 

It is not a strained interpretation that holds it as one of the nation’s 
primary obligations to make the land productive and inbabitable, and large 
areas in the western states can be reitber unless provided through arti- 
ficial means with the vitalizing magic of water. 

Of sithilar urgency is the obligation of the government to stimulate 
the improvement of highways throughout its borders, cooperating with and 
generally supervising the auxiliary efforts of the respective states. 

For instance, while congress each year appropriate: vast sums to em- 
ploy in these irrigation projects, and even larger amounts for the deeren- 
ing of rivers and harbors, the only contribution it makes toward highway 
construction is the maintenance of a small road-building bureau at the 
national capital. 

Had the government devoted to the improvement of highways os tithe of 
the sum invested in reclamation measures and the deepening of water projects 
of questionable value, the farmers of the United States would by this time 
be enjoying transportation facilities that would more than cut in half the 
annual expense of bringing the crops to the markets. 

There is another phase of the matter which escapes general attention. 
The farmer of the south and the east is taxed to help pay for the reclama- 
tion plans of the west, in which his benefits will be only of an indirect 
nature. No complaint has been made on this score, and it is likely that 
none will be made, but is it not time to at least partially adjust the situ- 
ation by giving government recognition to the no less worthy issue of high- 
way construction in the country-at-large? ) 

As a matter of fact, road improvement is more essentially a national 
issue than either irrigation or the improvement of waterways. In the 
very nature of things. only certain portions of the country can profit front 
money spent in these two latter directions. 

But the problem of publ‘: thoroughfares is one not restricted by sec- 
tional or insular boundaries. The indifferent road i: the east and the 
south and the middle west takes toll of the national citizen, in that it 
affects the price he must pay for commodities manufactured from crude 
products:

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GEORGIA’S GOOD CROP OUTLOOK. 


‘*Pulsing with prosperity’’ will be Georgia’s condition this fall. 

There are abundant evidences to justify this prediction. Reports re- 
ceived from The Constitution’s correspondents througLout the state show 
a most gratifying condition of farming and business affairs, one not ap- 
proached since the season before the panic. 

Georgia farmers are confident of bumper crops, and Georgia merchants 
are preparing to meet the demands of returning pros,«rity by laying in an 
unusually {*rze supply of goods for the fall trade. Record-breaking orders 
have been placed. 

Nothing but a serious crop failure could have prevented the rehabilita- 
tion of the state, and that is almost beyond happening, row. The corn crop 
has already been made and it is a fine one. The cotton crop in the greater 
part of the state will be 75 or 80 per cent of a full crop. The oat crop 
was phenomenal. 

There is every indication that the cotton farmers of Georgia will receive 
a good price for their crop, and profit by the short crop in other sections of 
the cotton Lelt. 

From the state as a whole splendid crops of cotton, corn and oats will 
be harvested. Excessive rains have worked havoc in the extreme northern 
portion of the state and in some other individual counties, but the general 
condition is most promising. 

The golden flow of coin from the sale of crops will soon begin to eirculate 
and be exchanged for clothing and houge furnishings and farm equipment. 
Prosperity is on the wing and will not pass Georgia by this year. 
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A SPECIMEN OF BRITISH JUSTICE. 


On the night of July 1, last, Madarlal Dhinagri, an Indian student, 
brought uimself into international ,notoriety by assassinating Lieutenant 
Colonel Curzon-Wylie and Dr. Cawai Lalcaca, in the city of London. 

On July 23d, twenty-two days later, Dhinagri ‘was tried and found 
guilty of his crime at the Old Bailey court in JUST ONE HOUR. 

On the morning of August 17, about six weeks later, he was hanged 
at Pentonville prison. 

No one questions that the defendant was not given every chance to 
justify hinéself. Sritish law is proverbially equitable. 

Yet there was no legal ted-tape, no endless and exasperating techni- 
calities, no obvious playing for time. 

The courts discharged their only legitimate function—that of arbitrat- 
ing the guilt or innocence of the accused in accordance with tlie evidepce.

“Dr. Barry concludes by calling on 
the home secretary to investigate the 
situation he describes and to act on the 
information which he can collect with- 
out any trouble. Calling on the home 
secretary in. England is equivalent to 
calling on the police commissioner or 
district attorney in America.” 


Insidrous Harm to Youth. 


It is to be hoped that Dr. Barry's 
strong appeal will arouse the English 
people to a keener sense of their re- 
sponsibility in permitting the growth 
and spread of an evil, to-the demoral- 
izing effects of which he calis atten- 
tion in words not at all exaggerated 
when we consider the insidious harm 
done to mind and character, especially 
to the youth of both sexes, through 
the reading of impure, salacious and 
morally morbid literature. The au- 
thors of some books take cynical de- 
light in mocking at established laws 
of morality andi decent conduct, and 
glory in disregarding the standards 
set up by civilized men and women for 
the preservation of the social health 
of society. 

The most vicious effects of “bad” 
books dre, in the main, chargeable to 
the department of novels, the mest 
popular and far-reaching autput of 
the modern press, and of which an un- 
pleasant per cent oan be classed as 
“bad” books, of the sort justly con- 
demned by Dr. Barry in England. An- 
other regrettable fact, which Dr. Bar- 
ry should have noted, being that some 
conspicuous examples of this disgust- 
ing literature are contributed to the 
market- by some well-known country- 
women of his. That these novels are 
frequently written with fine literary 
art, disguising the poison. they con- 
tain, is a fact which simply increases 
their power to make vice attractive, 
-and to blind the ming of immature 
readers to the consequences of actions 


narrowest possible limit the harmful- 
ness of the bad books of fiction, is self- 
evident; boks that find their way into 
the homes of the people, especially into 
the hands of young men and women. 
We cannot have, and ought not to have, 
an official censor. The one in London 
is an acknowledged failure, and his 
official work a farce. But there cer- 
tainly are three good ways for dealing 
with reasonable guccess with the prob- 
lem of “bad’’ books. 
Watchiag Children. 

The controling authorities of our 
public libraries can exercise judgment 
and caution in purchasing books for 
the shelves, particularly fiction. Li- 
brarians and their assistants can do & 
great deal of good by helping the 
younger element of the people they 
serve in their choice of books on the 
shelves, calling their attention to the 
interest and desirability o fthe better 
class of fiction. tI should be under- 
stood that no .“bad” books whatever 
shall find place in reputable libraries, 
and even questionable ones should be 
rigorously ‘‘restricted.’’ 

But the very best way, the surest 
effective censorship, after all, has its 
proper place in the home. A _ wise 
father and mother should’ keep them- 
selves informed as to the sort of books 
a son.or daughter under 21 are read- 
ing. Intelligent parents will feel it 
their duty to acquaint themselves with 
the commonly accepted estimate of the 
worth of a book of fiction, old or new, 
at least to be able to distinguish the 
bad from the good. 


Taste for Pure Literature. 


By judicious appeal to the good 
sense and nobler nature of son or 
daughter, a taste for pure and whole- 
some literature will be cultivated. 
Young minds must be trained to nat- 


urally prefer the good book to the bad | 


book. -the novel which wholesomely, 
sanely, with true art and noble pur- 
pose depicts human-life, to the flashy, 
glittering, false, cynical and morally 
perverted production, whose aim is to 
portray social vice, to sneer at- vir- 
tue and honor, and to degrade the true, 
the good and the beautiful, for which 
Judas deed the author finds his shame- 
ful reward only in his publisher’s 
check: and a little brief notoriety. 

Tt is to be hoped that Dr. Barry’s 
mdictment of-bad books ‘will serve to 
awaken a public sentiment in England 
which will tend to cure, in a consid- 
erable degree at. least, the infectious 
disease of bad books in England, serv- 
ing also a similar purpose in our own 
country, which is suffering in no small

RAILWAYS AND WATERWAYS 
MUST LIVE AND LET LIVE 


Washington, August -— (Special. ) 
“The immediate need in the develop- 
ment of the nation’s waterways,” suid 
Senator Burton, of Ohio, on eve of 
setting out for Europe to study trans- 
portation on that side of the Atlantic, 
“ig legislation that will enforce a 
policy of live and let live as between 
the railroads and the waterways. The 
fact that this nation carries no great- 
er part of its freight by water is not 
primarily due to a lack of develop- 
ment of the streams. It is due to a 
domination on the part of the rail- 

roads. 

' “Take, for instance, the Mississippi 
between St. Louis.and the mouth of 
the Ohio. This government has spent 
more money on that section of that 
one river than has Germany upon the 
Rhine.. Yet the German stream hauls 
a hundred times as much freight as 
goes up and down this section of the 
Mississippi. Now there is no funda- 
mental reason why Americans will not 
use their waterways for transporta- 
tion purposes. They do not do so be- 
cause they have been prevented from 
doing so.” 

Senator Burton went on to explain 
that it wae not the part of sound 
business judgment, under present con- 
ditions, for any individual or corpora- 
' tion to spend money necessary to enter 

the transportation business on any of 

our streams. There are many points 
-wheére this could be done and good 
profits received at the rates that are 
now being paid for transportation 
from point to point. It would be prof- 
itable a spend millions in the building 
of steamboats to carry that freight, 
if the builders had any assurance that 
the present rate would maintain, or 
if they Know that any approximate

He holds 
that the suppression of the water traf- 
fic could be prevented if congress, 
knowing all the facts,. should place 
rates between given points below 
which the railroads were not allowed 
to cut their rates. Germany has done 
this and developed the two systems 
side by side. The traffic on the rail- 
ways has not suffered and thg coun- 
try has greatly benefited. 

“Is there any Hkelihood of congress 
taking any qaction in this direction?’ 
Senator Burton was asked 
' “There is every assurance of some 
such action on the part of congress,” 
he replied. “I can’t say that it will 
come next session. It is the vital ini- 
tlative measure in the whole matter 
and it will come.” 

These statements made by Senator 
Burton, chairman of the joint water- 
ways commission of congress, and for- 
mer chairman of the house gommittee 
on rivers and harbors, is taken as 
indicative of the spirit of congress 
and as promising action that will aid 
waterways development in the imme- 
diate future. Mr. Burton is listened 
to above all other men by his associ- 
ates in congress with relation to wa- 
terways. It is the report that he and 
his associates of the joint commission 
will bring in néxt fall that will be 
the basis of the congressional view- 
point in the coming session. His 
statement _ leaving for the con- 
tinent may be taken as an indication 
of the tenor that report will take.

WORK: DONE AT LAKE SARANAC 
FOR TUBERCULOSIS PATIENTS 


Atlanta man recently visiting 
Saranac Lake, in study of the meth- 
ods being pursued there in the won- 
derfully successful fight against 
tuberculosis, tells a most interesting 
story of the beauty of the place and 
the cheerful atmosphere reflecting the 
ilfe of the patients. 

“The Troudeau sanitarium at Sara- 
nac is about a mile and a half from 
the village, and built on the side of a 
beautiful piney mountain,” he states. 

“The patients are all in cottages, 
each one accommodating four. They 
are all different styles of architec- 
ture, some of rough stone, some 
shingled in bungalow style, and some 
just simple frame cottages, but all of 
artistic structure, and scattered about 
among the trees at regular intervals. 
The administration building, which 
also contains the general dining room, 
is a very artistic one, of rough stones, 
finished on the interior very simply in 
natural oak. The chapel is also of 
rough stone, and the library is of red 
brick and white marble, and the en- 
tire grounds are beautifully terraced, 
with driveways winding about among 
the cottages. 

“The work of te 
more or less charitable; patients who 
can pay more than $7 per week are 
not treated there. Moreover, they 
take only incipient cases—that is, 
those who have no temperature; and 
they always have a long waiting list 
of applicants for admission. The san- 
itarium represents a very expensive 
undertaking, and is kept up entirely 
by contributions from various chari- 
table people, most of the cottages be- 
ing endowed. 

Dr. Troudeau, the head of the in- 
stitution, shares the responsibility of 
the sanitarium with Dr. Laurence 
Brown. while Dr. Allen, a native of 
Georgia, composes the trio of dis- 
tinguished specialists who are doing 
4 marverous work in the universal 
fight against tuberculosis. 

Rig State Appropriation. 

“T also visited,” he co#‘inued, “the 
state sanitarium at Roe Brook, which 
is run on the same principle as Dr. 
Troudeau’s, except that it is entirely 
charitable, and is-only open to resi- 
dents of New York state. I could not 
but be impressed with the difference 
in the methods of state legislation 
and activities there and in Georgia. 
On last Saturday night the state legis- 
lature of New York appropriated 
$175,000 for extensions and ‘additions 
at the state sanitarium, ang on the 
next afternoon, Sunday though it was, 
the workmen were pitching’ their 
tents and assembling their machinery 
to be ready to start work on the ex- 
cavations for building Monday morn- 
ing. 

“Most interesting of all the insti- 
tutions at Saranac is the Stony Wold 
sanitarium for working girls, of New 
York, and for children. It was start- 
ed several years ago by a philan-

thropic club of New York women ifn @ 
small way, and has grown into a 
perfectly appointed sanitarium, ac- 
commodating 125 women and 50 chil- 
dren. They don’t take severe cases, 
because they feel that they can do 
more good by making two cures a 
year (they keep each patient six 
months) than by half curing a severe 
case by keeping her the whole year. 

They pay a girl’s transportation to 
and from the sanitarium and while 
she is there she has no expenses, even 
her laundry and small personal ex- 
penses being borne by the sanitarium. 
Their reports show the records of 
numberless girls who, after aie six 
months’ sojourn at the sanitarium have 
gone back to their work in the city, | 
as stenographers, telephone girls and’ 
almost every other employment, and’ 
have had no trouble in keeping up| 
their work and no return of the tu- 
berculosis. 


Donors to the Cause. 


“John D. Rockefeller recently con- 
|} tributed $12.000 to the sanitaritum. 
One of the Guggenheims, who has a 
palatial camp on the lake, has given’! 
$6,000. and ‘among other contributors 
I noticed the name of the distinguished 
Georgian, George Foster Peabody. 

“The Saranac Lake Society for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis has a 
charity hospital on the edge of the 
village for more severe cases than 
can be admitted to any of the sani- 
tariums, but at present they can ac- 
commoda te only twenty patients. 

“However. those twenty have per- 
fect care from trained nurses and doc- 
tors for two months free of charge, 
at the end of which time they are sup- 
posed to be able efther to g0 into on- 
of the sanitariums or one of the num- 
berless boarding houses that are main- 
tained about the village for ‘lungers,’ 

Mrs. Bellamy Storer’s Work. 

“The society has also Organized. a 
free library, which, though small as 
vet. is a wonderfully well selected col- 
lection, and is a ov forever to the hun- 
dreds of neovle here who have noth- 
ing to do but read. Mrs. Bellamv 
Storer has started, in cooperation with 
the society. a leather erzfter’s shop. 
where convalescents may learn the art 
of working in leather. and. selline 
their work, maintain themselves until 
,they are able to go back to their ree- 
ular employment. All the work {s 
done in an open air shop, and their 
book bindings and card cases, belts. 
etce.. are beautiful. Mrs. Storer has 
recently gotten for them a large 
Christmas order from Tiffany. The 
society also maintains about twenty- 
five sleeping-out porches on the build- 
ing, in which they have their offices, 
which are rented to lungers at a 
purely nominal price.

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AME ENDMENTS TO BE ACTED UPON 
AT BRUNSWICK CONFERENCE 


Important Changes in By-Laws 
Proposed by State Executive 
Committee.

The following are the proposed 
amendments to the by-laws issued by 
the executive committee to the Georgia 
chapters t6 be acted on at the eleventh 
annual state conference at Brunswick: 
We the members of the executive 
committee recommend the following 
changes in said by-laws: 

I1—Object. 

The object of the state conference 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution in Georgia, is to promote 
the growth and broaden the field of 
usefulness of the chapters, by strength- 
ening the movement designed to con- 
serve the memories of eur forefathers 
and to aid in the educational uplift 
of humanity. 

ll.—Membership. 
* A ehapter of twelve members shall 
be entitled to be represented at the 
conference by its regent or her alter- 
nate. From twelve to fifty members 
by the regent and delegate or their 
alternates. For every fifty members 
thereafter one additional delegate or 
her alternate. 
Ill.——Dues. 

The annual dues of the chapter shall 
be at the rate of 10 cents or more 
per capita, to eb paid at or before the 
meeting of the annual conference. 

IV.— Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of the state 
conference shall consist of a state 
regent, two or more vice regents, a 
recording secretary, a corresponding 
secretary, a treasurer, an historian, 4 
@tate editor and other officers aS may 
from time to time be found necessary. 
Sec. 2. The secretaries; treasurer, 
historian and state editor shall per- 
form the duties that usually pertain 
to their respective offices. 

‘Sec. 3. These officers shall be elected 
annually, nominations shall be from 
the floor, election by ballot, a plurality 
of the votes cast for any officer shall 
elect. 
~ Sec. 4. No officer shall 
for the same office for mofe 
two years consecutively. 

Sec. 5. In the absence of the state 
regent, the vice regent shall preside. 
The vice regents shall perform such 
other duties as the state regent or 
conference may require in the develop- 
ment of the work of the society. 

v. 

Section 1. The election by the con- 
ference of the state regent and the 
state vice regent® shall be ratified by 
the delegates or alternates from the 
chapters in Georgia to the continental 
congress at a state meeting callea by 
the state regent in Washington. 
state meeting shall be called as early 
as possible after the convening of the 
congress. 

Sec. 2. A secretary shall be elected 
by the Georgia delegation to the con- 
‘tinental congress to take the minutes 
of the state meeting in Washington. 
These minutes shall be submitted to 
the next state conference. 

Vi. 

Every member of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution in Georgia in 
good standing shall be entitled to be 
present at the conference and take 
part in the discussion and subject to 
the rules of the body, but only officers, 
chairman of standing committees, del- 
egates or their alternates, vice presi- 
dents general, ex-vice presidents gen- 
eral and ex-state regents shall be en- 
titled to vote. 

ViI.—Executive Committee. 

Section 1. The officers of the state 
conference and chairman of standing 
committees shall constitute an execu- 
tive committee to transact its routine 
business, but judicial and legislative 
péwer shall be vested in the confer- 
ence. 

Sec. 2. This committee when called 
upon shall assist the state regent by 
advice or otherwise. 

Sec. 3. Said committee shall also 
have the direction of the expenditure 
of the state funds. 

Sec. 4. The minutes of the executive 
committee shall be open for inspection 
by the conference.

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THE LOST TOWNS 
OF GEORGIA 


By Mra. J. L. Walker. 
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Roanoke. 

Among the villages that were in the 
Creek country after the treaties of 1821 
and 1825 was one which does not now 
exist, called Roanoke, located on the 
Chattahoochee river, in Stewart county. 

Early in May, 1836, the Creeks mani- 
fested signs of hostility. This assau) 
was prompt!i®* repelled by the whites, 
and the Indians were driven off. At 
daylight next morning not a red man 
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could be seen, and the citizen soldiers, ] 


thinking the enemy defeated, became 
careless, and quite a number obtained 
a leave of absence to visit their 
homes, leaving but few on guard. 

The savages took advantage of the 
situation, and fired the town, killed 
eleven whites, three blacks and eight 
seriously wounded. During the morn- 
ing the troops were collected and by a 
determined attack drove the enemy 
from the scene of their recent victory. 

Livingston. 

Floyd county’s first county seat was 
Livingston, but Rome, being ambitious, 
and having greate possibilities, pro- 
posed to provide free ferries, and to 
give one-half the proceeds from the 
sale of town lots for a given period as 
well as locations for county buildings, 
etce., if the county seat was removed 
there. 

. Their offer was accepted, and in 1834 
the legislature passed an act deseignat- 
ing Rome the seat of justice. 

Chiaha. 

This ancient village occupied the 
site where the city of Rome now 
stands. There is a tradition that De- 
Soto and his followers, while on their 
exploring expedition that resulted -in 
the discovery of the Mississipp! river, 
rested at Chiaha for thirty days. The 
red men belefeved them to be “chil- 
dren of the sun.”

It is the country to shelter and 


nurture a brave, hardy, determined 
people, and that the inhabitants of 
Murray county still retain these char- 
acteristics is evident from many things 
today. 

It has been but a short three years 
since the railroad came first to this 
county, but already its people are de- 
termined that civilization shal] not 
bring to them the bad things only. 
They are preparing their children to 
meet all comers by arming them with 
that best weapon, whether of offense 
or defense, a first-rate education. 

Splendid New Building. 


This term of school will begin for 
the youngsters of that school district 
in a splendid new building, standing 
high up on a splendid eminence just 
opposite Cohutta mountain from the 
many windows of which the whole 
country for miles around may be seen.
